Governor Tanner Satisfied. 


AWhen the Republican caucus was held 
in Springfield last week letters were sent 
out to the absentees among the Republican 
legislators asking them to write to the Gov- 
ernor and tell him whether or not they 
favored a new legislative apportionment. 
Answers have been received which have 
satisfied the Governor beyond a doubt that 
there will be an apportionment if the ses- 
sion is called.

The. pretty young American girl was his 
heiress, and as she had learned all the ac- 
complishments that the convent could afford 
her, she was presented at court and her 
title of Countess officially recognized. 
Shortly afterwards the Countess returned 
to America. Her grandmother, Mrs. Ferse- 
lew, and her great grandmother, Mrs. Doe, 
were still living here, so the young Countess 
came to Janesville. Her stay, it was said, 
would be brief. Time passed and the Coun- 
tess remained here. She was a good-looking 
young woman, under 20 years of age.

Approves the. Finding in the 
Lovering Matter. 


QUICK WORK IN THE CASE 


President McKinley Will Also 
Sustain the Court. 


ARMY MORALE DEMANDS IT. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Alger will approve the finding of 
the court-martial in the case of Captain 
Lovering. In talking of the matter this 
afternoon he said to THe TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent: 

*“ There are only two things to do in this 
matter, one of which is to approve the find- 
ing of the court, and the other is to disap- 
prove it and detail another court-martial 
to try the case. "When the papers finally 
come to me I shall approve them, and my 
impression is that the President will do the 
same thing, although as to that l am not 
authorized to speak."’ 

ae 

As the President is the reviewing officer 
in this case he will at the same time approve 
the action of the court-martial and issve 
the reprimand. It is likely to be short and 
simple, reciting the fact that a court-martial 
has found the officer guilty of conduct 
prejudicial to the discipline of the army, and 
thereupon the President will regret that it 
becomes his painful duty to issue a public 
reprimand against an officer whose previ- 
ous record had been beyond criticism. This 
reprimand from the President will be in- 
corporated in a general order, and as such 
will be read before the troops at every mil- 
itary post in the United States, thus giving 
notice to other officers that they cannot un- 
dertake unusual punishments, while at the 
same time the rank’and file will be encour- 
aged by learning that the Comamnder-in. 
Chief has fully protected their interests. The 
reprimand becomes a part of the official 
records of the War department, and to tnat 
extent it becomes a stain for all time on 
Captain Lovering’s military career. It wiil 
not probably interfere with his promotion in 
the regular line, but it would prove an ef- 
fectual bar to any aspiration he may have 
in the direction of a staff appointment.

The most serious sufferer by the unfort- 
unate affair at Fort Sheridan will be Colonel 
Robert H. Hall, commander of the Fourth 
Infantry. It’is not generally known, but 
it is a fact nevertheless, that Cololnel Hall 
was slated to become the next Brigadier 
General. The verdict in the Lovering case, 
it was said this afternoon by an authority 
in the War department, will prove an ef- 
fectual bar to his promotion. Colonel Hall 
put himself on record before the court-mar- 
tial as approving in every way the action 
of Captain Lovering. ‘The reprimand di- 
rected ‘specifically against Lovering is recog - 


mand by infererice for Colonel Hall, an@ this 
would be quite sufficient to be urged as a 
reason why he could not possibly be ap- 
pointed as Brigadier General. This is un- 
fortunate for the commanding officer at 
Fort Sheridan. Brigadier General Coppinger 
will be retired by operation of the law, Oct. 
11, 1898, and Brigadier General Shafter will 
retire a year later. Both of these vacancies 
will be filied during this administration while 
the memory of the reprimand is still alive, 
and Colonel Hall, who otherwise would have 
become a General officer, will, without doubt, 
remain in comamnd of his regiment, having 
reached the height of his army career.

‘‘Inasmuch as the record in the case of 
Captain Lovering is not a voluminous one,” 
said Judge Advocate General Lieber, “it is 
not likely that more that three or four days 
will be consumed in getting ready my re- 
port on this matter. After it goes out of my 
hands it will be turned over to the General 
of the army in regard to the sentence to be 
imposed. There does not seem to be any 
reason, however, for prolonging a decision 
beyond this week.”

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SNOW AND A COLD WAYE 


FLAKES COME ON THE HEELS OF RIS- 
ING TEMPERATURE, 


Zero Weathef Scheduled to Reach Chi- 
cago Within the Ensuing Twenty- 
four Hours—Strong Winds Promised 
~Exntire Northwest Is in Winter's 
Icy Grasp and No Warm Wave Is in 
Sight Anywhere—Sleighing Yet an 
Uncertainty. 


A promising young blizzard, which indi- 
cations say will be followed tonight by a 
temperature close to the zero mark, swept 
down on Chicago last night on the wings of 
a thirty mile an hour wind. It gras just in 
time to catch the crowds of theatergoers 
and charity: ball patrons.on the way down- 
town. It was the first real snow-storm of the 
season. The streets were covered an inch 
deep with the white flakes that melted soon 
and disappeared. 

A feature of the storm was the delay 
caused on several traffic lines. Onthe“L” 
roads the illumination was brilliant, where 
the wet rails allowed the electricity to es- 
cape in fioods of light. 

The weather man predicted that the snow 
fall would not be great, but put stress on the 
cold snap that was to follow it. The wind 
switched around from the south to the north- 
west before midnight and had twelve hours 4 
- bring a good quality of zero weather and 

“ fresh ’ wind to make the forecast good. 


Grows Gradually Warmer. 

The coldest weather of the last twenty- 
four hours was 10° at daylight yesterday. 
It grew warmer gradually until shortly 
after 6 p. m., when the maximum, 27°, was 
reached, and with it came the high wind 
which brought the snow-storm and painted 
many ears and noses a bright vermilion. 

The few lake Captains who will venture 
outside the harbor today are warned to 
prepare for a good, stiff breeze from the 
Northwest, which may reach a velocity of 
thirty-five milés an hour. 

Professor Cox said last night that he did 
not expect much snow, but flurries and cold, 
raw weather are expected all day. 

Throughout the Northwest the therrhome- 
ter ranged around zero and below, while the 
“‘Iow ”’ barometer and high wind together 
are to bring the same conditions to bear on 
Chicago today and tonight. 


Great Fall Is Promised. 

According to Professor Cox the mercury 
may not touch zero within twenty-four 
hours, but it is sure to come within 6° or 8° 
of it before tomorrow morning. The condi- 
tions are favorable for a siege of cold weath- 
er for several days, and. snow-storms are 
not improbable. 

** December js coming in like a lion,’”’ said 
the weather-maker, ‘‘ and from all the in- 
formation and indications at this writing it 
will continue its gait for some days. There 
is nothing but cold weather, snow flurries, 
and north winds in sight. The snow of to- 
night will not amount to much. I would not 
undertake to say exactly how much there 
will be, but it will be too.much for comfort 
and not enough for sleighing.”’

Huron, 8. D., Noy. 30.—A geriuine north- 
west snow storm has prevaile! here today, 
Reports received at the government weather 
bureau indicate that the storm is general 
over the State ani tonight will be the coldest 
and most disagreeable of ‘the season. 


DAWES-JACKSON COMPLICATION 


President McKinley and Controller 
Eckels Receive the Evanston Man, 
but the Deadlock Continues. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—[Special.]— 
C. G. Dawes of Evanston arrived‘in Wash- 
ington tonight for the express purpose of 
having a conference with the President and 
Controller Eckels relative to the receiver-~ 
ship of the National Bank of Lllinois. He 
saw the Controller at the Arlington imme- 
diately on his arrival and went over the 
whole of the unpleasant episode fully. Sub-, 
sequently he went to the White Huuse and 
remained there until ‘midnight. 

In conversation with friends Mr. Dawes 
admitted that THE TRIBUNE'S story was 
true. He announced without hesitation his 
intention, if appointed Controller, of mak- 
ing General McNulta receiver of the Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois whether Colonel Jack- 
son qualifies or not. Controller Eckels says 
that under no circumstances will he appoint 
General McNulta. If Colonel Jackson per- 
sists in his determination not to qualify the 
bank will be left in charge of Mr. McKeon. 
From information received here it appears 
that Colonel Jackson called on Mr. Dawes 
and from the prospective Controller in per- 
son learned of the intention to remove him 
and appoint McNulta. 

Another interesting bit of gossip in this 
connection is that which credits General 
McNulta with the statement that Colonel 
Jackson has been appointed to furthera deai 
to deprive the creditors of some of their 
interests in the Calumet Electric. Colonel 
Jackson’s friends, it is said, bitterly resent 
this imputation, and propose to make things 
warm for the author. The situation now Js 
a complete deadlock, unless the President 
interferes, which is quite possible. Colonel 
Jackson will not qualify, Controller Eckels 
will appoint no one else, and the place yuls 
be vacant when Mr. Dawes assumes control. 

It was reported here today that the pub- 
lication of the interference in the business 
of the Controller's office by Mr. Dawes be- 
fore his appointment would probably result 
in his defeat for confirmation. Inquiry 
among prominent Senators, however, seems 
to show that while the affair has created 
much unfavorable comment, the feeling is 
not likely to result in unfavorable action on 
Mr. Dawes’ name, although it may result in 
‘‘ hanging up’’ the nomination until the af- 
fair is investigated. 


DAY DECLINES A PORTFOLIO. 


He Decides Not to Accept the Attorney 
Generalship,. Which Is Tendered 
to Him. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—When asked 
tonight whether there was any truth in the 
often printed reports that he had been ten- 
dered the Attorney Generalship, Assistant 
Secretary Day of the State department said: 

‘‘The President some time ago was kind 
enough to tender to me the position of 
Attorney General in the event of a vacancy 
in that office, which, after consideration, I 
have been reluctantly obliged to decline for 
reasons entirely personal.”’ 

There is every reason to believe that Judge 
Day will continue work in his present posi- 
tion in the State department.

Mayor Harriso ison and Sanitary 
Trustees Now Agre. 


CITY TO BUILD CONDUITS. 


Drainage Board to Pay the Cost 
of Maintenance. 


CHANGE IN ORIGINAL PLAN. 


Mayor Harrison and the Sanitary Trustees 
came to an agreement yesterday whereby 
the city and the Drainage’ board can unite 
in building the intercepting sewers neces- 
sary to divert the sewage of the city into the 
river and thence into the drainage canal. 

The plan is as follows: 

The city shall build a twenty-foot sewer in 
Thirty-ninth street and a sixteen-foot sewer 
in Lawrence avenue, and establish the nec- 
essary pumping wor 

These sewers being built, shall be turned 
over to the Drainage board and it shall pay 
the expense of maintaining them for all 
time. 

The cost of building these sewers has not 
yet been figured out, but a rough estimate 
puts it at $2,000,000. The cost of maintain- 
ing them will be $60,000 a year, or 4 per cent 
on $1,500,000. 

Money Can Be Provided. 

The, city, which can easily enough provide 
the money for the first cost out of the sale 
of water certificates, would have trouble, 
however, in finding room for the cost of 
maintenance in its annual appropriation 
bill, while the drainage trustees, who have 
no money to build the sewers with, will have 
no difficulty when the canal is completed in 
finding the money necessary to maintain 
them. It was out of this condition of affairs 
the plan determined on was arrived at. 

The scheme for intercepting sewers laid 
out by Mayor Swift's commission of ex- 
perts provided for a main sewer in Law- 
rence avenue from the lake, and emptying 
into the North Branch. and a similar one in 
Thirty-ninth street, emptying into the 
South Branch of the River. Into these main 
sewers all the other sewers now leading into 
the lake were toempty. The Lawrence ave- 
nue sewer was to have been thirteen feet in 
diameter and the Thirty-ninth street one six- 
teen. 

Requirements Could Not Be Met. 

This, however, would not give capacity 
enough for the requirements of the 
Drainage board, which must so in- 
crease the flow of the river as to carry 
300,000 cubic feet of water a minute. So, in 
order to meet this need, the city will incréase 
the size of the Thirty-ninth street sewer to 


‘twenty feet, giving a flow of 40,000 cubic 


feet, and of the Lawrence avenue sewer to 
sixteen feet, giving a flow of 35,000 cubic 
feet. This will make a total of 75,000 cubic 
Teet emptied into the river through these

Other Sewers Necessary. 

This agreement only provides for the ar- 
rangement between the city and the Drair- 
age board as regards these two main sew- 
ers. In addition the city will have to put 
in two sewers along the lake shore, one 
on the North Side and one wn the South, 
into which all the existiny sewers how 
emptying into the lake will run, and which 
will be emptied by.these two main sewers 
into the river. Connections will also be 
made between the lake and these two main 
sewers, so that lake water can be turned 
into them, both to flush them and provide 
for the 75,000 cubic feet of water demanded 
by the Drainage board. 

In regard to these smaller sewers, it has 
been found necessary to make some changes 
in the original plans: The foundations for 
the Twelfth street viaduct interfere with 
the one in Twelfth street, so it is proposed 
to run it south in State street to Four- 
teenth, and then west in Fourteenth to;the 
river; while the Twenty-second street one 
will have to be _run north in Prairie avenue 
to Twenty-first street and then west in 
Twenty-first street, in order to avoid trou- 
ble at the Rock Island tracks. 


BLOW TO LEADVILLE SPORTS. 


Handsome Gambling Paraphernalia, 
Valued at $5,000, Burned by Or- 
der of the Court. 


Leadville, Colo., Nov. 30.—[Special.]—For 
the first time in the history of Colorado the 
destruction of confiscated gambling ma- 
terial occurred here at 5 o'clock this even- 
ing, when, as per order of the District Court, 
Judge Owers presiding, $5,000 worth of hand- 
some gambling paraphernalia was burned 
up by special offieers appointed by the court. 

The stuff belonged to George L. Abbe and 
Peter Stewart, and was confiscated some 
months ago.

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SENATOR SUBS FOR LIBEL. 


ACTIONS AGAINST THE BALTIMORE 
AMERICAN BY MR. WELLINGTON. 


Demand in the Civil Courts for $100.,- 
000, Besides Prosecution on Crimi- 
nal Charges—New Phase ef the Po- 
litical Dissensions in the Republic- 
an Party of Maryiand—Senator Wel- 
lington Accused of Trying to Bribe 
Legislators. 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 30.—[Special.]—Gen- 
eral Felix Agnus, publisher of the Baltimore 
American, was today. indicted by the grand 
jury on a charge of criminal libel, United 
States Senator George L. Wellington being 
the prosecuting withess. The Senator also 


brought suit against the General in the Su- . 


perior Court for $100,000 damages for alleged 
libel. 

General Agnus was promptly admitted to 
bail in the criminal proceedings in the sum 
of $1,000. The American has been opposing 
Wellington’s political course ever since he 
undertook to. dominate the Republican 
party in Maryland. Recently it was re- 
ported that a combination had been formed 
of Postmaster General Gary, Governor 
Lowndes, and Senator Wellington to contrui 
the election of the Senator to succeed Gor- 
man. 


Charge of Attempted Bribery. 

The alleged libelous matter was the re- 
publication of an editorial from the Wash- 
ington Post on Senator Wellington and a 
short editorial on the same page headed 


| “The Disgrace of Wellington,’ in which it 


was stated that the Washington Post article 
was true. This statement ang the republi- 
eation from the Post are evidently. the mat- 
ters which are alleged to be libelous. The 
most objectionable statement in the Post's 
article is probably the one in which it is al- 
leged that Mr. Wellington is openly offering 
te purchase votes for a Senatorial aspirant. 
To this the American said: “It is in all 
respects the bitterest thing that has ever 
been said against a public man from this 
State, and the worst of it is that it is true 
and that it will be read by every member of 
Congress and of the administration.” 


Only thé Fifty-third Suit. 
General Agnus heard that the presentment 
had been found against him shortly before 
it was handed into court. He immediately 
telephoned for his lawyers and prepared to 
defend the suit. General Agnus, in speaking | 
of the suit, said: ‘‘ This libel suit is No. 53 
against the American, of which we have 
only lost three, and only suffered nominal 
penalties in them. We will meet this euit 
as we have met all others, ang my attorneys 
will be instructed. to push it. In my opin- 
ion it is merely an attempt to muzzle the 
press in view of the coming contest for the 
Senatorship. The American has been very 
unfriendly to genator Wellington and the 
hard hits given him have, in my opinion, 
greatly reduced his power. The American, 
however, will continue to publish the news 
of this contest as it progresses, whether Mr. 
Wellington likes it or not.”

TREASURE OF COCOS ISLAND. 


Report That It Is Recovered and Safe- 
ly Aboard the English Ship 
- Amphion.

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 20.—[Special.]— 
The United States gunboat Alert, which has 
arrived from San José de Guatemala, brings 
news that makes possible the belfef that 
the. $30,000,000 of treasure that has for al- 
most a century been hidden beneath the 
shifting sands of Cocos Island is now safely 
stored on board H. M. 8S. Amphion. 

While the Alert was at San José there ar- 
rived at that port H. M. 8S. Amphion, direct 
from Victoria. The commander lost no 
time in going ashore and proceeding inland 
to the City of Gautemala. There he con- 
ferred with the British Consul and then 
returned to San José, bringing with him a 
man named Carlos Harford. Upon their 
arrival the Amphion steamed away direct 
tor Coeos Island. 

These facts, which are vouched for by the 
officers of the Alert, while important in 
themselves, are made doubly so when con- 
sidered in connection with the chain of 
events that preceded them. Harford is the 
American who recently induced the Admiral 
to take H. M. 8S. Imperiuse to Cocos Island 
in search of the treasure. “When the Im- 
periuse returned it was reported that the 
buried wealth had been found and the 
Amphicn .would go to the island to secure 
it. This was denied by the British naval 
authorities at Vietoria, but the news brought 
by the Alert scems to bear out the report. 


WAGES. ADVANCE. 20 PER CENT. 


Better Times Dawn on Twenty-five

GENERAL CRITICISM IS HEARD. 


Berlin, Nov. 30.—Emperor Williant opened 
the last session of the present Reichstag in 
the White Hall of the royal castle at noon 
today. His Majesty in person read the 
speech from the throne. 

The navy occupied the principal place In 
the speech. The passage on this subject 
was as follows: “ The development of the 
German navy does not correspond with Ger- 
many’s mission at sea, and in the event of 
warlike complications i would not suffice 
to assure the security of the homie ports-and 
‘coasts against a blockade or more extensive 
operations upon the part of the enemy. 
Neither has it kept pace with the rapid 
growth of German transoceanic interests. 
While German trade is participating in- 
creasingly in the world’s exchange of mer- 
chandise, the number of our war ‘vessels 
does not suffice to afford our countrymen 
abroad the measure of protection corre- 
sponding with Germany’s position, nor the 
support which can only be secured by a dis- 
play of power. 

‘Although it is not our object to vie with 
the maritime powers of the first rank, Ger- 
many must nevertheless be placed ina po- 
sition to maintain, by means of preparednéss 
at sea, her prestige among the people of the 
globe.” 


Military Reforms Required. 


Alluding to the projected reform in the 
military penal procedure, his Majesty said: 
“The proposef reform, while following so 
far as possible the lines of the civil penal 
code, meets the requirements absolutely 
necessary for the maintenance of discipline. 
The bill will be submitted without delay.”’ 

The Emperer’s speech then touched upon 
the finances of the country, on which sub- 
ject his Majesty remarked: 

“The general condition of the finances 
is satisfactory, and a considerable portion 
of the anticipated surplus will be employed, 
as last year,in reducing the imperial! debt. 

““An economic committee, consisting of 
representatives of industry, agriculture, an1 
trade, has been appointed, by means of 
whose expert advice it is intended to define 
the conditions and scope of the extensive 
ramifications of home productions, in order 
to obtain a firm basis upon which to shape 
future customs, tariffs. ond commercial re- 
lations with foreign countries.’’ 


Brief Reference to China. 


Referring to the naval demonstration in 
Kiao-Chou Bay, China, Emperor William 
said: **‘ The murder of the missionaries in 
China and the attacks upon mission sta- 
tions which have been placed under my im- 
perial protection, and their welfare, which 
I have at heart, have compelled me to cause 
my squadron in eastern Asia to proceed to 
Kiao-Chou Bay, the point nearest to the 
scene of the outrage, and land troops, in 
order to obtain full reparation and security 
against a recurrence of similar lamentable 
events.” 

Touching the general political situation 
his Majesty said: ‘*‘ Our political relations 
with foreign states are in every way grati- 
fying, and v2luable guarantees of the main- 
tenance of these relations have again been 
afforded me by my meetings with the allied 


and friendly monarchs, as well as by the. 


brilliant and cordial receptions accorded me 
in my visits to Peterhof and Buda Pesth.”’ 


Devoted to Germany’s Honor. 


The speech from the throne concluded: 
“All indications justify the expectation 
that with God’s help we may im the future, 
as in the past, look forward to the peaceful 
development of Europe and the German 
fatherland.”’ 

After reading his speech the Emperor add- 
ed: *‘ Two years ago. from this platform I 
swore before you, upon the consecrated 
colors of my first regiment of guards, to pre- 
serve the empire as I took it from my grand- 
father and to protect and safeguard its 
bonor abroad. You have thus all become 
parties to my oath and I pray, in the name 
of the empire and the Almighty God, that 
he will assist you in ycur work and help me 
to protect in the future as in the past the 
honor of the empire abroad, which L have 
not valued too low to give my on!y brother in 
pledge for it.”’ ) 

The rolilcall showed that 174 members o 
the Reichstag were present at the opening 
of the sitting. The election for members of 
the Presidential bureau will take place to- 
morrow. 

Ambassador White and United States Con- 
sul ‘General Goldschmidt attended the open- 
ing sitting of the Reichstag. 


Public Still in the Dark. 


The impulsive utterances after the read- 
ing was finished were a .surprise and are 
generally regretted. The Nord Deutsche 
Allegemine Zeitung prints tonight’an offi- 
cial statement on the subject of the occu- 
pation of Kiao-Chou, reiterating the Em- 
peror’s statement that Germany’s only ob- 
ject is to secure protection for German mis- 
sionaries in China. The public is still in 
the dark as to the real objects of the demon- 
stration of Kiao-Chou Bay, but the gov- 
ernment is free to retire from Kiao-Chou 
without loss of prestige, should the negotia- 
tions with the powers render that course 
advisable. 

It is said that China has appealed to the 
Kaiser's friendship, promising that if the 
troops are withdrawn from the forts at 
Kiao-Chou the government will give Ger- 
many every satisfaction. 

The comments of the evening papers in- 
dicate that the Reichstag will vote the 
extraordinary naval estimates for the-pres- 
ent year and resist the demand to stipulate 
what shall be the strength of the navy for 
the next seven years. 

The National Zeitung says the rumor 
that German marines have been murdered 
in China is without foundation. 

Japanese Think War Probable. 

London, Dec. 1.—A special dispatch from 
Shanghai says that the Japanese newspa- 
pers are discussing the.probabilitv of war 
between Germany and China as the result 
of the occupation of Kiao-Chou and Kiao- 
Chou Bay by the .Germang and assert that 
the German Minister, BarBn von Heyking, 
is preparing to ieave Pekin. 


ALBANIANS RESIST TURKEY. 


Sharp Fighting Between the Insur- 
gents and the Forces of the Otto- 
man Empire. 


Vienna, Nov. 30.—It is reported that the 
Albanian revolt which recently broke out in 
the districts of Ipek and Diakoba, northeast 
of Scutari, is increasing in seriousness. 

The Bulgarian and Servian governments 
have dispatched considerable bodiés of 
troops to the disaffected district, and sharp 
fighting has already occurred between the 
insurgents and the Ottoman troops’ dis- 
patched to Uskub from Salonica and Mo- 
natis. Between 5,000 and 10,000 Albanians 
are in full revolt against Turkey. .

HAY’S PRAISE OF SCIENCE 


TRIBUTE OF THE AMBASSADOR AT 
THE ROYAL SOCIETY’S DINNER.

Triumphs of Arms and Successes of 
Diplomacy, He Declares, Bring Suf- 
fering, Loss, and Humiliation, 
While the Whole World Is Bright- 
ened by the Achievements of Scien- 
tific Leaders—Every One Profited 
and None Injured. 


London, Nov. 30.—The anniversary din- 
ner of the Royal society was given this even- 
ing, Baron Joseph Lister presiding. United 
States Ambassador Hay and several other 
members of the diplomatic corps weré in- 
cluded in the company. 

Others present were Lord Kelvin, Sir Will- 
iam MacCormac, Prosident of the Royal 
College of Surgeons; the Rt.-Hon. Charles 
Tl. Ritchie, Presidént of the Board of Trade; 
the Rt.-Hon. Sir John Lubbock, member of 
Parliament for Londen University; Lau- 
rence Alma-Tadema, the painter; Baron 
Davey of Fernhurst; the Duke of Devon- 
hire, and most of the leading British scien- 
tists. 

Ambassagor Hay, tn presenting the princi- 
pal toast, “The Royal Bociety,’” said; “* In 
bodies of men like this on both sides of the 
‘sea exists one of the strongest bonds of 
union among peoples politicalky divided. 
They are united in the common love and pur- 
suit of universal truth and by devotion to 
the best interests of mankind and the kin- 
dred passion for light and progress. In‘your 
pursuits everything unites and nothing di- 
vides. The results of science are all gain 
-and not loss. * 

“The triumph of war has brought tears 
and anguish to both sides; the successes of 
diplomacy and trade cre often attended by 
the discomfiture of one of the parties; but 
the whole world is brightened by the achieve- 
ments of a Faraday or a Morse. The genius 
eof a Lister diminishes beyond computation 
the whole vast rum of human suffering. 
Every discovery, every invention on either 
side of the ocean, the’product of the search- 
ing and self-denying echolars of our race— 
Kelvin, Edison, Graham-Bell, Bessemer, 
Darwin, Marsh, or Huxley—ts at once thrown 
into the common stock of the world’s intel- 
lectual riches, profitimg every one and injur- 
ing none.” . 


CESSION TO ENGLAND IN CHINA. 


Land in the. Vicinity of Hongkong 
Island Added to British Pos- 
sessions. 


— —- ._— 


London, Dec. 1.—The morning papers as- 
sert that China has practically agreed to 
cede to England a strip of territory near 
Hongkong and all the surrounding islands 
in order to enable England to fortify them 
securely and to increase the garrison. It is 
expected that a convention covering the 
agreement will soon be signed. 


Hongkong, which is an island belonging 
to the British off the southeast coast of 
China, about seventy-five miles from Can- 
ton, was ceded to Great Britain by the 
treaty of Canton in 1841 and again by the 
treaty of Nanking in 1842. It is the great 
center of the foreign trade of*China. The 
island is separated from the mainland by 
a strait, which at Lymoon Pass is only about 
a quarter of a mile wide. A small part of 
the mainland belongs to the British colony. 
The convention referred to in the foregoing 
dispatch would become additionally impor- 
tant in case Germany’s occupation of Kiao- 
Chou Bay should become permanent. 


DECAY OF THE COBDEN CLUB. 


Membership in the Famous Free Trade 
Organization Is Rapidly 
Dwindling. '

Lyndon, Nov. 30.—There were exactly 


the annual meeting of the once famous Cob- 
denclub. Lord Farrer presided. Thé annual 
report expressed regret at the death of a 
member, the late Henry George of New 
York, and announced that the income of the 
year 1897 was £668. 

After recording the ‘ decease of the im- 
perial Zollverein scheme,’ the death blow 
to which was given by Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and the declarations 97 the Premier of New 
South Wales, the report continues: 

**In view of the adverse comments made 
in Canada and elsewhere at the fiscal policy 
of the Dominion government, the committee 
think it right to state that they have reason 
to be satisfied that the present administra- 
tion of Ottawa is inspired by a genuine de- 
sire to advance on the.lines of free exchange 
so far and as rapidly as possible. consistently 
with prudent regard for the difficulties cre- 
ated by the long rule of a high and compre- 
hensive protective system.”’ 

The chairman, in addressing the meeting, 
announced that the gold medal of the club 
would be given to the Premier of New South 
Wales, the Hon. George H. Reid. 


FRAUDULENT NOTE SIGNING. 


Progress of the Clay-Nevill Case in 
London—Misplaced Confidence 
Clearly Shown. 


London, Nov. %0.—There !s widesoread in- 
terest herein what is known as the “* promis- 
sory note case,’* now being heard befcre 
the Lord Chief Justice of England, Lord 
Russell of Killowen, in the Queen’s bench 
division of the High Court of Justice. 

His Lordship put five questions. to the 
jury, the princival one being, “Is Clay’s 
account of the circumstances under which 
he signed his nametrue?” The answer was, 
‘‘Yes."’ Another question asked was word- 
ed, ‘‘ Was Clay, fn signing his name as he 
iid, recklessiy careless, thereby enabling 
Nevill to perpetrate a fraud?’ ‘Phe answer 
was, ‘‘ No.”’ Under the circumstances it was 
also found that Clay was the victim of mis- 
placed confidence. Arguments on the find- 
ings have been reserved until Saturday. 


FRENCH GOVERNMENT DEFEAT. 


Outvoted in the Senate, the Adminis- 
tration Is to Be Vigorously Pur- 
sued by the Radicals. 


Paris, Nov. 30.—In the Senate today aftera 
heated discussion of the removal of the 
magistrate who was denounced as illegally 
holding office the Senators by a vote of 138 
against 118 rejected the nction of M. Darlin, 
Minister of Justice, to shelve the subject and 
adopted a resolution calling upon the gov- 
ernment to enforce the laws strictly. 

This result was a government defeat and 
was greeted with loud cheers by the Radi- 
cals. When the news reached the lobbies 
of the Chamber of Deputies the ,Radical 
members there declared that they would 
demand thé resignation of the Cabinet. 


WOMEN SEEK TO AID CUBANS. 


Their Auxiliary to the Chicago Com- 
mittee Asks Permission of General 
Blanco to Distribute Supplies.

Cuban committee has sent an appeal to Gov- 
ernor General Blanco asking permission to 
send clothing and food to the non-combat- 
ants.

CUBANS MUST BEFED 


Marshal Blanco Practically 
Asks United Sfates to Help. 


THOUSANDS NEED: FOOD. 


Spain’s Resources Too Limited to 
Relieve the Distress. 


AID MUST COME AT ONCE. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—[Special.]— 
Appalling reports of the destitution and suf- 
fering in Cuba have reached the State de- 
partment, Not nearly the half has been told 
of the horrors of Weyler’s concentration pol- 
icy. While Weyler was there the informa- 
tion which came through Spanish channels 
belittled the starvation and concealed the 
mortality. Under Blanco the awfulness of 
the situation is being revealed. The new 
Governor General has undertaken to miti- 
gate the terrible consequences of his pre- 
decessor’s bandos. He has permitted those 
who are able to help themselves to do so, 
He has organized juntas in the centers of 
concentration to relleve distress. He has 
ordered money and rations distributed. 

But the State department is informed that 
General Blanco finds himself overtaxed. His 
resourtes are unequal to the demands. He 
will gladly welcome the assistance of the 
charitable citizens of the United States. No 
official appeal has been made. None perhaps 
will be made. But General Blanco does not 
conceal the fact that he is overwhelmed at 
the extent of the suffering and at the mag, 
nitude of the relief which is demanded to 
save life. 


Starved by Thousands. 

It is estimated that 150,000 men, women, 
and children have perished from want of 
proper sustenance since Weyler began to 
put in force his proclamation of concentra- 
tion onasyear ago last month. As- many 
more of the country people huddled in the 
cities and fortified towns are in such a 
debilitated and broken condition that if sent 
back to the farm they. could not sustain 
themselves. These are dying by hundreds, 
although General Blanco is doing all he can 
with the means at hiscommand. The heip 
comes too late for thousands. It is evident 
that other thousands must be fed until 
they can regain sufficient strength to take 
care of themselves, 

Recent newspaper accounts of the misery 
prevailing are mrore than sustained by of- 
ficial reports received from representatives 
of this government in Cuba. Consul Gen- 
eral Lee, since his return to Havana, has 
been obliged to increase his list of needy 
Americans. Itis probable that the President 
will feel compelled to ask Congress for an 
additional appropriation to. keep' American 
citizens from starving. General Lee is deep- 
ly moved by the distress which surrounds 
him. He believes that the situation is one 
which appeals to the humane instincts of the 
people of the United States. 


An Appeal for Charity. 


The President cannot ask Congress to ap- 
propriate money to save the lives of Spanish 
subjects. He can encourage in various ways 
the generous impulses of Americans and 
he is now considering the best way to get 
before the American people the appeal for 
charity which lies across the narrow straits 
of Florida. 

The Spanish Minister, Sefior Depuy de 
Lome, forwarded last summer the move- 
ment of the administration to aid suffering 
Americans. He has been much impressed 
with the recent reports of the distress and 
has informally expressed to this govern- 
ment the feeling that anything the charita- 
ble Americans may do toward relief will be 
gladly received. It is probable that within 
a few days Consul General Lee will be au- 
thorized to take charge of and deliver such 
supplies as may be contributed by Ameri- 
cans for suffering Cubans. If a Cuban Ze- 
lief movement is started in the country. as 
the President hopes it may be, steps will be 
taken to have the food contributions.ad- 
mitted free of duties. 


SPAIN IS WELL SATISFIED. 


One of Sagasta’s Ministers Says the Cu- 
ban Home Rule Policy Is Accepta- 
ble to the People. 


Madrid, Nov. 30.—A member of the Span- 
ish Cabinet, in an interview just published, 
says the government of Spain is well satis- 
filed with the results of the publication of the 
decree providing for an gutonomous form 
of government in Cuba and Puerto Rico, 
adding that the manner in which it has been 
received in the United States is favorable to 
Spain. 

The Cabinet Minister is further quoted as 
saying that the only difficulty to be appre- 
hended is in regard to the position which the 
Carlists will assume; but the Spanish gov- 
ernment, he explained, does not believe the 
country will support Don Carlos, ** whose 
ambitions are condemned by the Vatican." 
The Minister further said that the plans of 
the Curlists had failed for lack of money, 
He denied that General Weyler, who is al- 
leged to be in sympathy with the Carlists, 
had been summoned to Madrid. 

Sefior Cos-Gayon, former Minister of the 
Interior, is said to have asserted that the 
Conservatives will not make any attempt to 
place difficulties in the way of the poWcy of 
the Liberal government jn establishing au- 
tonomy in Cuba and Puerto Rico. ef 

At the meeting of the Cabinet today Sefior 
Moret, Minister for the Colonies, referred to 
impressions received from various sources 
as indicating a favorable reception on the 
part of the United. States for the autonomy 
projects: of the government. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—The Spanish 
Minister makes public the following dis- 
patch from Dr. Congosto, the Spanish Con- 
sul at Philadelphia, but who is now in Cuba 
on a mission for his government: 

“The terms in which home rule is con- 
ceded have produced an effect which can- 
not be improved upon. A commission of 
the hame rule and reformist parties has 
thanked the Governor General and assured 
him oftheir adhesion to the institutions. 
The same has been done by the Chamber of 
Commerce and other corporations, who have 
telegraphed to Madrid that the sincerity 
of the government has raised public spirit. 
Every one expects immediate good results 
in favor of pacification.”’ 


INSURGENTS BLOW UP.A TRAIN. 


Official Reports Say but Four Insignifi- 
cant Skirmishes Have Taken 
Place. Recently. 


Havana, Nov. 30.—It fs officially announced 
that the insurgents dynamited a freight 
train near Alquizar, Province of Pinar del 
Rio, on Sunday. The engine was partly de- 
stroyed and the engineer was injured. 

A Cuban amazon, known a8 Captain 
Regina Palenzela, with five armed insur- 
gents, it is announced from Spanish head- 


quarters, has surrendered to the authorities 


at Nueva Paz, Province of Havana. The 
official reports have it that only four insig- 
nificant skirmishes have taken place re- 
cently between Spanish troops and insur- 
gents. 

The printing office of El Centinela, the 
organ of the gendarmes, was burned last 
night. The cause of the fire is not known. 
The building, it is said, was insured for the 
sum of $50,000 in the Sun Insurance company 
of England. 


Dauntless Lands Another Cargo. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Nov. 30.—The steamer 
Dauntless ecessfully: eluded the federal 
officials on the night of Nov. 10 and got away 
for Cuba with a cargo of arms ammuni- 
tion for the insurgents. It is stated the 
supplies were landed on Sunday night on the 
southern coast of the island. en"

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 30.—[Special.]—De- 
troit Las gone mad over the tracing stamp 
craze, Yesterday stamps were above par. 
Today there was no demand for 
Charles Widrig, who has been buyirig stamps 
at wholesale, loose, or pasted in scrap books, 
has- enjoyed a run that would. have ruined 
many a bank. tie concluded today that he 
was overstocked. He was late in reaching 
his ‘office, and his tather, who reached the 
eftice before he dd, had to fairly force his 
way:through a crazy crowd: Ajil sorts of 
ereetings were showered upon the Napoleon 
of stamps. Heannounced that he would pay 
4 percent. The crowd formed in ine, passed 
his desk, and drifted out of anvther door. 
It teck more than an hour to pay out $100 
at $4 a book. 
changed hands. According to the demand 
by the merchants to whom Widrig will sell 
these stamps the market will be controlled. 
They may last a day or a week. 

Mr. Taylor of Marr and Taylor said today: 
“There must be n.illions of these stamps 
outstanding. The rush of sellers to our store 
has been an iuvalaanche. We cannot buy 
any raore bocks. I understand there is a 
new trading scheme. on now, one which per- 
mits the stamps to ‘be redeemed in cash or 
to be deposited on building and loan account. 
I don't like any cf these schemes because 
they are nat fair to the merchants. 


Will Satisfy the Public. 


“Never in my experience were goods sold 
lower and at so little margin as now, but it 
the public insists upon some new scheme of 
this kind we are right in line. No one is 
going to beatus. The building and loan plan 
is about as square as any of them can be.” 

Manager Kenyon, the local agent of the 
stamp company, seems to be immensely 
tickled over the wholething. ‘* The fight, as 
our opponents call it, is simply a boom for 
our business,’’ he said. “ The cash cus- 
tomer is tired of paying for losses on bad 
credits, and he has rebelled, as shown by 
his gravitation to cash stores. Few mer- 
chants could change existing business toa 
cash basis, so have been forced to remaiz 
inactive, while their cash trade has been 
drawnaway. It has proved a disastrous fail- 
ure to have one price for credit and another 
for cash customers. 


Induces Cash Trade. 


** Now, by giving trading stamps to cash 
customers it not only counteracts this in- 
fluence but induces an increase of cash 
trade. Our stamps are interchangeable and 
are redeemable in more than 100 stores in 
the principal cities of the United States.”’ 


BANQUET OF NAVAL MILITIA. 


Fresh Water Tars and Prominent Citi- 
zens Discuss Lake Coast Defense 
3 —The Speakers. 


To arouse interest in the lake coast de- 
fense the members of the Illinois Naval 
Militia last evening brought themselves in 
contact with prominent citizens and over a 
banquet table in the quarters of the Chi- 
cago Athletic association discussed naval 
warfare and naval defense. 

Governor Tanner’s personal representative, 
Colonel H. 8. Dietrich, inspector of the I. N. 
G., was present and spoke in behalf of the 
Chief Executive, who, owing to pressing 
duties at Springfield; was unable to attend. 

General John McNulta, President of the 
Naval Veterans’ Reserve association_of IHi- 
nois, said that the only manner in which any 
result in this line could be secured would be 
to appeal personally to the Congressmen of 
the lake region for an appropriation to put 
an ironclad on the lakes. 

Congressman-elect Boutell spoke in part 
as follows: ” 

“We have the largest tonnage of any port 
in the United States, not excepting New 
York, There are 100000 men in the United 
States militia. There ought to be an equal. 
-number in the naval militia for the protec- 
tion of the coasts.”’ 

Mr. Boutell said he would do everything in 
his power to secure appropriations for the 
proper defense of the :ake coasts.

1,000 shares of stock, valued at $100°000, in 
the American Cereal company. ‘The order 
holds until this morning, when Judge Gross-- 
eup will take up the hearing of the bill fora 
permanent injunction. 

The complainants, Hugo Schumacher and 
Johnson A. Arbogast of Akron, O., ag 
assignees and trustees of the estate of Fer. 
dinand Schumacher, charge a conspiracy 
on the part of the American Exchange Na. 
tional Bank, its President,:- Robert Stuart, 
and its second assistant cashier, J. Edwata 
Maas, to wreck the American Cereal com- 
pany or to greatly depregiate its stock so 
as to secure for themselves the management 
of the American Cereal company. 


Bank Officials Reply. 


On the other hand, President Stuart of 
the bank and William H. Swift, its attor. 
ney, brand the charges as false and ridicy- 
lous. Mr. Stuart said last evening that his 
actions were merely those of a careful bank 
official and that the entire proceedings nar. 


Tated as a basis of action were the legal

OTHER GOSSIP FROM NEW’ YORK. 


New York, Nov. 30.—Martin Thorn was 
convicted today of murder in the first degree 
in killing William Guldensuppe, his prede- 
cessor . in the affections of Mrs. Augusta 
Nack, at Woodside, L. I., on June 25. At 
the request of Thorn’s counsel the passage 
of the death sentence was deferred until next 

y morning. 

‘Thorn heard the jurymen polled on their 
verdict, but his face never changed color 
during the trying ordeal. With lips firmly 
compressed and jaws hard set he faced the 
Judge, jury, and courtroom full of specta- 
tors with well-feigned stoicism. 

-@- 

Three weeks ago Thorn’s first trial on the 
charge of murder was begun, but, pwing to 
the iliness of a juror, it had to be abandoned 
after three days. A second trial opened a 
week ago.last Monday, and, counting out 
three days on which the court did not sit, the 
trial consumed only six days. 

Mrs. Nack’s testimony during the raistrial 
made it eompulsory fcr Thorn’s law; ers.to 
change their line of defense in the second 

# trial, and they made a direct charge against 
Mrs. Nack, and insisted that her alleged 
confession was a lie, and she herself was the 
instigator and perpetrator of the murder, 
Thorn being ignorant of the killing until 
after Guidensuppe had~been shot by Mrs. 
Nack. The woman was not produced dur- 
ing the second trial, but Thorn went on the 
stand and substantiated ali the assertions 

. made by his.lawyers as to her guilt. His 
story, as the verdict shows, did not have the 
desired effect upon the jurymen. 

When court opened this morning Lawyer 
Howe began a summing up in behalf of 
Thorn. Judge Maddox’s churgé was care- 
fully prepared and well delivered. It was 
acknowledged by the lawyers for the prison- 
er to be extremely luc#i, fair, And impartial. 
The jury remained in deliberation just three 
hours, when they sent word to the Judge 
that they were ready to render a verdict. 
The fact of their remaining out so iong gave 
hope to the defense, but as each one of them 
took his seat in the jury box his facixu! ex- 
pression told very distinctly the result of the 
three hours’ conference. 

“Guilty of the charge preferred,’ were 
the ominous words which fell from the lips 
of the foreman of the jury. Thorn’s lawyers 
moved for a new trial on the ground that 
the verdict was not in accordance with the 
weight of evidence, but the motion was over- 
ruled. 

Just what will become of Mrs. Nack has 
not been made known by the Queens County 
authorities, but it is génerally thought that 
the people will accept a plea from her which 
will not call for capital p shment. 

None of the jurors would tell anything 
about their deliberations, but it was learned 
from reliable persons that the first six bal-

According to one of the daily papers, 
when Martin Thorn had been led back to 
his cell after the conviction he admitted that 
the verdict was just,-and that he and not 
Mrs.. Nack killed Guldensuppe. This ac- 
knowledgment of guilt took place, it is said, 
while Thorn’s cell in the jail was being pre- 
pared for him. During the trial Thorn has 
been under charge of Police Captain Meth- 
ven of Flushing. Captain Methven had him 
under his watchful eye when the jail officials

Peddler and Smith in Four 
Places at Once. 


POLICE HAVE MANY TIPS. 


Desplaines, Geneseo, Omaha, and 
Garth Have Suspects. 


THOSE SEEN NOT THE MEN. 


Chris Merry and James Smith, wanted in 
Chicago in connection with the Hope street 
murder, were located in four places yes- 
terday. The Omaha police felt sure they 
had them. It was reported that they had 
disappeared in Garth, Mich., and just be- 
fore midnight Merry was “ found ”’ in Des- 
plaines, right on the border of Chicago. 
The Omaha story was exploded. The Garth 
yarn is yet to be run down. At 1 o'clock 
this morning detectives hastily sent to Des- 
plaines reported that the man in custody 
was not the wanted peddler. Magistrate F. 
H. McArthur of Geneseo, Ill., wired late at 
night that he had both Merry and Smith in 
custody. He was telegraphed to for par- 
ticulars. 

Town Marshal Selét of the Town of Des- 
plaines was the man who made the latest 
capture. He telegraphed to Chicago that 
he was “‘sure’’ he had Chris Merry. Cap- 
tain Wheeler at once dispatched Sergeant 
Tyrell and Detective Shaugnessy to Des- 
plaines, but as soon as the policemen looked 
at the man under arrest they saw he was 
not the right person and they returned to 
Chicago. The stranger did resemble Merry 
a little. 


Trail in Wisconsin. 


In the meantime Detectives Ross and Han- 
ley of the Maxwell Street Station are hav- 
ing a chase in northern Wisconsin. They 
are pursuing two men who are supposed to 
be the right parties. 

Detectives Hanley: and Ross were at 
Sturgeon Bay last night. The policemen 
came from Green Bay on the “tip’’ of a 
saloonkeeper that the men wanted had gone 
to Sturgeon Bay. At the latter place the 
policemen found that the ‘men had gone to 
Escanaba.on the steamer Fannie C. Hart. 
The men are said to have told that they were 
on their way to the lumber camps to spend 
the winter. The detectives visited the steam- 
boat offices and found that two tickets had 
been sold to strangers answering the de- 
scription of the men wanted. 

While the men were waiting for the boat 
to arrive they paeed up and down the dock. 
A man who noticed them talked briefly to the 
strangers, who said they were steamboat 
men and lived in Buffalo. They said they 
expected to get a passage home one one of 
the ore carriers at Escanaba. 

The men seemed to have considerable 
knowledge of the lakes. For this reason it 
is feared they are not the right men, ab 
Merry and Smith knew little outside of 
peddling potatoes, robbing, and “ rushing 
the can.”’ 


New Clew at Garth. 


Late at night a telegram from Escanaba 
gave the information that the suspects did 
not land thete. The boat on which they 
traveled did not stop at Escanaba, but went 
on to Garth, at the head of the bay. 

Garth is a small village with no commu- 
nication with the outside world. The plac¢d 
lies contiguous to a thickly wooded country 
with a few lumber camps inthe winter. It 
is an ideal place from which to effact an es- 
cape, and the police at Escanaba thought a 
capture would be impossible. 


About Omaha Suspects. 


Two suspects arrested by the Omaha po- 
lice, and not identified, gave their names as 
William Bickford and Frank Haley. Bick- 
ford had a scar extending across the cheek, 
much after the mark Which makes M 
noticeable. The prisoners were held to be 
‘* crooks,’”’ but they denied having been in 
Chicago. Captain Wheeler wired back last 
night that it might be as well to hold the 
men for a day or two and a Chicago police- 
man would be dispatched there to look at 
them. 

‘*Of course, I am willing to take up any 
clew,”’ said Captain Wheeler last night, 
‘‘but it is my private opinion that these 
men are not very far from Chicago. It 
would be much easier for Merry and Smith 
to secrete themselves in Chicago than it 
would be for them to try and hide in the 
country. Theré every act of a stranger is 
noticed: and, besides, the men have no 
friends in the country. Here there are plen- 
ty of criminals who would protect them if 
they could. I believe they will be caught in 
the vicinity of this city.’’ 


Killed Her for $7.78. 


That Chris Merry killed his wife for $7.78 
the police believe they have fully estab- 
lished. ‘Nic Schwartz, a potato peddler, and 
Hickey, who made a detailed confession yes- 
terday to Captain Wheeler, shed light on this 
portion of the tragedy. 

Nic Schwartz lives at 124 Washburne ave- 
nue. ‘For three years he worked for Merry 
‘and was treated like a dog all the time. 
He frequently commiserated Mrs. Merry. 
Both would have black eyes and they would 
ask each other where they got them. 
“ Chris gave ‘them to me,’” would be the 
reply. Then both would laugh over their 
mutual misfortunes, In this way Schwartz 
and Mrs. Merry got to be pretty good friends. 

Schwartz heard that the police were look- 
ing for him and he called upon Captain 
Wheeler last night and told a long story of 
his grievances. He said he was the man 
whom Merry shot at on Wednesday night. 
That cleared up the mysterious shot. He 
said that when he returned to the barn 
with his wagon and turned over his money 
to Merry the latter wanted him to “ rush 
the can.” Schwartz said he declined and 
Merry shot at him. Schwartz took to his 
heels and escaped unhurt. 


Gives Mrs. Merry Money. 

He did not return until Friday morning, 
when he took out a wagon. Merry gave him 
some money to buy produce. He returned 
about 6 o’clock Friday evening and put the 
horses in the barn. He saw nothing of 
Chris about and then knocked at the front 
door of the house. ‘Mrs. Merry came to the 
door. She seemed to be happy. She evi- 
dently, he thought, had had a reconciliation 
wfth her husband. Mrs. Merry said Chris 
was not at home, but that her husband had 
told her if Schwartz came to collect the 
money. Accordingly Schwartz gave her 
$7.78, which represented his day’s sales, and 
went away. 

Schwartz said he came back on Saturday 
morning, and at 6 o’clock found Chris sitting 
in front of the barn smoking a cigaret. He 
asked Chris if he must take the wagon out, 
and Chris replied that it would be of no use, 
as he only had $2.50. Schwartz then went 
away. He did not return until Monday 
morning. He found Hickey at the barn. 
Hickey said there would be no work that 
day, as Merry was not around. 


Hickey Supplies the Rest. 


Hickey supplied the rest of the story. He 
said Merry came into the house and demar.d- 
ed the money which Schwartz had left. Mrs. 
Merry declined’ to give it to him. Then 
Merry flew into a rage and began beating his 
wife. His blood Once up, he never stopped 
until the breath had left her body. 

“TI am satisfied that this was the imme- 
diate cause for Merry\murdering his wife,” 
said Captain Wheeler. ‘‘ He was a man of 
just that stamg. <A coward and cur at 
heart, he jumped at this chance to renew 
his quarrels with the unfortunate woman. 
He no doubt had made up his mind eventu- 
ally to ‘croak’ the womiin, and this was 
as good an opportunity as any.” 

Hickey yesterday consented to make a de- 
tailed statement of his connection with the 
murder, and his words were taken down 
and swornto. The confession was fiendich. 
He made a desperate effort to free himself 
from responsibility. This confession will be 
presented to the grand jury this morning 
as part of the evidence which Captain 
Wheeler will produce in order to secure in- 
dictments against the three men. 


In his confession Hickey tells again of the 
minor events leading up to the time on the 
fatal evening when he came back from Bow- 
en’s store with the feed and found Mérry 


choking his wife. He then swears:

“I went in the house and told Merry I or- 


¥ 


dered the feed and that it had come, and he 
said, ‘ Tell him I will pay for it in the morn- 
ing.’ At the same time Merry had his wife 
lying on the lounge with her head thrown 
back and he was choking her and she was 
gaping for breath, or guttural sounds were 
coming from her throat.” 

Hickey relates then how he went out of the 
house and over to the store and did not get 
back to Merry’s till 9 or 9:30 p. m. 

‘I then went over to the barn,” he swears, 
**and I said to Smith, ‘ They are having a 
row over there, I have seen him choking her,’ 
and Smith said, ‘I.guess it is all up with 
Poll. I think he is croaking her.’ ’’ 

Then Merry came to the window and sent 
Hickey’ for some cartridges to Clotworthy 


Gough, who refused to give any, and Hickey. 


got some at a store and also a pail of beer 
for Merry. He next saw Merry behind the 
barn about 8:30 or 9 o’clock the next morn- 
ing. Smith and Merry, he says, drove away 
and were gone till 4 o’clock. Merry sent 
him for a bale of hay and put some of it in 
the wagon. 


Disposing of the Body. 


Then Hickey’s confession says: 

‘* Merry then sent for a-pint of beer, and 
after it was drank he told me to hitch up the 
horse, and while I was doing so he went 
across to the house and brought the body of 
his wife to the barn, wrapped in an old bed 
spread and tied with ropes. He laid it in 
one of the stalls and then commenced to 
abuse me because I did not have the horse 
hitched. Merry then took the body from the 
stall and put it in the wagon and covered it 
with a couple of layers of hay. Then he 
said: ‘Is the shovel on the wagon?’ .and 
I said ‘ Yes,’ and he told me ‘ You keep the 
lamp (which I had in my hand) down lower,’ 
and then told me to get on the wagon, and 
I said. I did not want to go, and he,said, 
‘Get on there,’ holding a revolver in his 
hand: “there is no one going to stop you.’ 
Smith also hesitated about going, and Merry 
said, ‘Get up there and drive. Are you 
going to lose your nerve now? ‘And drive 
up Morgan street to Gurley street, and Gur- 
ley street to Blue Island avenue, and out 
the avenue.’ So we all three got on the 
wagon and drove out to Eighty-seventh 
street and Western avenue and about seven- 
ty-five feet west of Western avenue, where 
Smith and Merry dug a grave and placed 
the body in it. While they were doing so 
Merry jold me to drive the horse up and 
down the street. After the body was buried 
Merry, Smith, and I came back on the 
wagon, and about a mile from Western ave- 
nue on Archer avenue Merry told me to 
throw the shovel from the wagon, which I 
did.’’ ‘ 
Letter from a Woman. 

About 4 o’clock in the afternoon a druggist 
at Twelfth and Loomis streets reported to 
Captain Wheeler that a short time before a 
young woman had come into his place and 
procured an envelope in which she placed a 
letter. She then remarked that when the 
police got that letter they would find Chris 
Merry. 

The druggist asked her to whom she was 
sending the letter and she said, ‘‘ Inspector 
Schaack.”’ He told her the letter should go 
to Captain Wheeler at the Maxwell Street 
Station. She then asked for another en- 
velope, readdressed the letter, and left the 
place. 

Captain Wheeler got permission from the 
postal superintendent to search the letter 
boxes in the neighborhood for the letter. He 
found it at Taylor and Center streets. It 
was to the effect that the writer was a friend 
of Mrs. Merry and wanted.to see Merry 
hanged... She said that ‘‘ Billy’’ Williams, 
Harrison and May streets, was an intimate 
friend of Merry, and if the police gave him 
money he would tell where Merry could be 
found. A detail of ten men was immediately 
dispatched to round up Williams. 


“Tips ” from Out of Town. 

Another letter was received from the Town 
Marshal of Madison, Ia., who said he had 
seen two men answéring the descriptions 
of Merry and Smith pass through that town 
on Monday evening. 

Another ‘‘tip’’ from Mekoosa, Wis,, was 
that the fugitives had been in that place on 
Friday evening and had not yet left town. 

A large detail of police spent the day in 
tearing down the barn which is supposed to 
hold the secret of-other crimes. The struct- 
ure was about half demolished, but nothing 
of a criminal character was unearthed. The 
search will be resumed today, when the 
earth will be thrown up. 

The police discovered that Williams was 
the victim of a practical joke. He is an 
honest, hardworking man, with a family. 


Inquest Is Postponed. 

Many persons were cn hand at 2 0’clock to 
attend the inquest, but Captain Wheeigr, 
afer a brief discussion with the State's Attor- 
ney, decided it should be postponed and 
accordingly the day was set for Dec. 9. 
Hickey accompanied the police to the 
morgue. 

Dr. E. P. Noel of the Coroner’s office, held 
an autopsy on the body of Mrs. Merry during 
the afternoon and gave it as his opinion that 
she came to her death from shock and in- 
ternal injuries. Dr. Noel will be before the 
grand jury today. 

Hickey has repeated'y asked that his wife 
and child be allowed to see him. Yesterday 
Mrs. Hickey came, but only after consider- 
able persuasion »y the police. The man got 
a chilly reception from his wife. She re- 
fused to allow him to touch her. Fora 
few moments the two talked in a low tone. 
Finally Mrs. Hickey turned to go away. 
Hickey asked her to kiss him, but she re- 
fused. 

**T have no love for that man,”’ she sald to 
Captain Wheeler, who remonstrated with 
her. After a long talk she consented tp 
kiss her husband. ° 


CASE AGAINST STORMY JORDAN. 


Temperance People at Ottumwa Again 
Seek to Drive Him Out of 
Business. 


Ottumwa, lIa., Nov. 30.—[Spectal.]—The old 
war between ‘‘ Stormy’ Jordan and the 
temperance people has again broken out. 
‘** Stormy ”’ Jordan is the notorious saloon- 
keeper who ran for many years in this city 
a place which was appellated by a huge 
flaring sign out in front, *‘ Road to Hell.”’ 

He made himself celebrated by selling wa- 
ter as ‘*‘ the best thing in the house’’ when 
it was called for, and conspicuously display- 
ing signs which advertised that the goods 
he sold would ‘‘eat out the stomach,’’ 
‘* paint the nose,” etc. 

When the prohibition law was passed he 
was worth several hundred thousand dol- 
lars. He fought the law in the courts till 
every cent of it was gone, and he was in 
jail, with $60,000 in fines and several years’ 
sentence hanging over him. Then he was 
pardoned by Governor Larrabee on condi- 
tion that he leave the State. This he prom- 
ised to do, and he was.released. He went 
to Missouri, but when the original package 
decision was made, which reopened liquor 
traffic in the State, he returned, saying that 
there was no prohibition law in Iowa. He 
started a saloon again, but the old fight 
was reopened, and he was soon forced out 
of business. He lived quietly in this city 
for five years, during which time he suc- 
ceeded in accumulating a considerable sum 
of money in the real estate busjness. 

On Nov. 1 he bought the old place and 
started in business again. Today O. W. 
Lynam, a local attorney, filed a petition in 
court asking for an injunction restraining 
him from selling liquor, alleging that he 
was selling liquor after hours and on Sun- 
day; that he was employing his son, a minor, 
in the establishment, and running a gam- 
bling house in connection with the place, ail 
of which was contrary to the State liquor 
law. 

‘The Judge is to hear the case next Mon- 
day. Jordan says that he will fight the 
case to the bitter end.

HOW TO REFORM THE CAUCUS 


Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 30.—[Special.]—St. 
Andrew’s day was celebrated by a banquet 
which was held in honor of the natal day 
of the patron of the bonnie Caledonian hills, 
at the Plankinton House tonight. Among 
the speakers were Mayor Rauschenberger, 
Cassius M. Paine, the Rev. David Beaton 
of Chicago, William Currie, D. F..Jones of 
Sparta, Wis., and Alexander Stewart of 
Wausau, Wis. The principal address was 
delivered by Governor Scofield, who re- 
sponded to the toast, “‘ The State of Wis- 
He said in part: 

“There would be nothing to complain of 
in our caucus system if intelligent and re- 
spectable men would meet the simple duties 
which lie before them. No primary election 
law can be passed that will compel citizens 
to take part in those elections, and it is well 
so. The obligation is one that rests on 
higher ground than can be invaded by stat- 
utory force. You, gentlenten, must acquire 
a keener sense of duty before a complete 
purification of the caucus system of our 
State can be accomplished. I venture to say 
that not one in ten of the intelligent citizens 
of the State of Wisconsin have ary 
actual knowledge of caucus methods. If it 
is necessary to be a politician to obtain this, 
then in heaven’s name be politicians! It is 
morally certain that unless good citizens in- 
terest themselves actively in primary_elec- 
tions and political operations generally, the 
evils resulting from corrupt methods will 
not be abolishéd. Under our present system 
of primary elections the majority rule, but 
you can’t be counted as of the majority un- 
less you attend the elections. How can we 
expect any great measure of purity in poli- 
tics when intelligent, upright men are so 
unmindful of their responsibility? ‘We 
should be ashamed to complain when we 
ourselves are the culpable parties. 

*‘ There is too much of a disposition to look 
to the making of more laws as the panacea 
for all the ills that beset us. But it is of so 
much greater importance, in the narrowest 
as in the widest sense, that each man do h's 
honest duty as a citizen. My friends, what 
we need is not more laws, but some method 
of so stimulating the conscience of the in- 
dividual that a man will be ashamed not to 
meet his political obligations. If each will 
‘ build over against his own house’ the wall 
of protection against corrupt methods in 
politics and slatternly methods in the ad- 
ministration of public affairs will soon rise. 

** You may fill your statute books with all 
manner of reformatory measures—and some 
are surely needed—but never until you per- 
sonally perform those duties which citizen- 
ship have imposed upon you can you secure 
the reforms desired.”’ 


RIOT IN"A BOSTON CONVENTION. 


Mayor Josiah Quincy’s Renomination 
Put Through by the Bosses During 
a Stormy Session. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 30.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Josiah Quincy .was renominated by the 
Democratic convention which met tonight in 
Faneuil Hall amid scenes of the most riot- 
ous character. The platform was stormed 
by angry delegates whose resolutions had 
been side-tracked by the leaders. The gavel 
was forcibly wrested from the grasp of 
Congressman Fitzgeraid, who presided. The 
proceedings were drowned in a cyclone of 
yells and shouts. A semblance of order was 
finally brought about by the introduction of 
a strong force of police. é' 

Congressman John A. Fitzgerald was de- 
clared elected as presiding offcer by Chair- 
man Lee of the State committee, although 
in the tumult that prevailed it was impos- 
sible to tell how the vote was. Then the 
Resolutions committee, which had been ap- 
pointed in some mysterious manner, re- 
ported a set of colorless resolutions devoted 
entirely to such purely local issues as “* free 
transfers’’ and expressing the conviction 
that national affairs had no place in a 
municipal campaign. 

The platform was adopted by some leger- 
demain before State Senator McNary could 
present a set of substitute resolutions which 
indorsed the Chicago platform and William 
Jennings Bryan. 

McNary was ignored by Fitzgerald, and he 
thereupon led the charge upon the rostrum, 
seized the gavel, and demanded to be heard. 
The police drove him and his followers 
down. .Mayor Quincy was nominated, and 
there was no opposition. 

His Democratic competitor, Lawyer Thom- 
as H. Riley, who is very popular, will run 
on nosnination papers, and it is the general 
opinion tonight that he will draw a sufficient 
number of votes from Quincy to enable ex- 
Mayor EF. U. Curtis, the Republican can- 
didate, to win. The slate for Aldermen that 
went through is considered a very bad one 
and highly prejudicial to Democratic pros- 
pects of success.

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MINERS MAY STRIKE JANUARY 1. 


President Ratchford Says a Demand 
Will Be Made for Shorter Hours 
and Higher Wages. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 30.—[Special.]—An- 
other national strike of coal miners may be 
inaugurated about Jan. 1. M.D. tchford, 
National President of the Miners’ union, 
came to Pittsburg today to confer with op- 
erators and miners’ officials in regard to the 
joint convention to be held in December, 
when a new wage scale will be considered.

HORSE SHOW MEETING TODAY, 


Joseph Leiter, Secretary Garrard, and 
Others to Meet—Recent Story 
Denied. 


Joseph ‘Leiter, Secretary Garrard, and 
others interested in the finances of the re- 
cent horse show will meet at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon to settle their accounts. 

A story was printed in a morning paper 
restating the points at issue between the 
two factions and charging the State board 
with misdealing in the affairs of the last 
State fair, and in an interview with Joseph 
Leiter insinuating that the board had al- 
lowed several thousand people to enter the 
horse show without showing any return for 
them. 

Secretary Garrard pronounces the story 
false. He said that the expert engaged by 
the guarantors had made a thorough in- 
vestigation of the tickets and returns and 
found nothing wrong. ‘The insinuation 
against the President of the board was un- 
just, he declared. Mr. Pearce was connect- 
ed with the Coliseum company, but he had 
never signed a contract without being or- 
dered to do so by the board. In the claim 
of -that company he had, fought his asso- 
ciliates from the beginning and was promi- 
nent in the movement which had resulted 
in the filing of the suit against the Chicago 
Exhibition compary. 

Speaking of the financial outcome of the 
show, he said that the appropriation of 
$10,000 was ,expected to be and was utilized 
in the expenses of the fat stock show. The 
entire sum of the :uarantee fund would be 
necessary to settle the claims against the 
company unless many of them were ma- 
terlally reduced. There was a deficit dnd 
a big one. 


NEW ERA DAWNS ON THE SOUTH. 


Secretary Wilson’s Address at thé Ded- 
ication of New Agricultural School 
at Tuskegee, Ala. 


Tuskegee, Ala., Nov. 30.—The new agri- 
cultural Building at Tuskegee was formally 
opened today in connection with Booker T. 
Washington's Normal and Industrial Insti- 
tution. -An audience composed of. white and 
colored citizens and students greeted James 
Wilson, Secretary of Agriculture, and Gov- 
ernor Joseph F. Johnston,‘and other promi- 
nent guests. Booker T. Washington read 
letters of regret from President McKinley, 
Chief Justice Fuller, Bishop C. B. Galloway, 
Mrs. Morris K. Jessup, President D. C. Gil- 
man, Bishop H. C. Potter, W. E.’Dodge of 
New York and many others. 

Governor Johnston made a practical ad- 
dress, dealing with the need ot having edu- 
cated farmers, white and black, to adequate- 
ly develop the State. He then intréduced 
Secretary Wilson, who made the principal 
address of the day. 

The Secretary presented the latest avall- 
able figures on the growth of the cotton 
industry of the South. From 1886 to 1896 
the number of cotton: mills tn the Southern 
States increased from 232 to 401; the nura- 
ber of spindles from 1,100,132 to 3,341,575, 
and the number of bales of cotton consumed 
annually from 397,929 to 980,447. He also 
pointed out the opportunities the South of- 
fered for growing many products not now 
cultivated, including olives, figs, citrus 
ahagee Japanese persimmons, and the tea 
plant. 

“ We pay $400,000,000 annually,” said the 
Secretary, “ for agricultural products that 
we might grow—some of them in the 
South, some of them in the North, and some 
on the Pacific .

Is the Dictator of Northwestern’s 
Athletic Policy 


— 


MR. KIRKMAN GIVES REASONS 


" 

The Evanston Athletic association has is- 
sued, through M. M. Kirkman, one of its di- 
rectors and’a leading spirit in the organiza- 
tion, a letter to its members in which the de- 
cision of the seven colleges to change foot- 
ball rules is assailed. Despite the assent of 
J. Scott Clark, the chairman of the Athletic 
board of the university, to the changes pro- 
posed by the seven, the Athletic association 
has spoken against the proposed movement, 
and says the East ought to do the work of 
revision if any is done. 

The athletic interests of Northwestern 
University are peculiar—a condition existing 
not found at other Western institutions, and 
one which other institutions say can bode 
no good to the athletic interests as a partof 
the university. 

The college athletics are to a certain ex- 
tent under the control of an outside athletic 
association, which has, although not direct- 
ly, a powerful influence on the aetions of the 
college athletic authorities. 

Other universities maintain that a, univer- 
sity should manage its own athletics, and 
make them self-supporting in so far as is 
possible, and if it is impossible to go as far 
as might be desired to hold within the limits 
which are found practical. 

The Evanston Athletic association has de- 
cided that Northwestern must have an East- 
ern coach next year, ahd says so in its let- 
ter, also saying that the Western colleges 
should wait for the East to adopt new rules. 

This action has aroused comment regard- 
ing the usurpation of.a power fy the Evans- 
ton Athletic association which properly be- 
longs to ‘the Northwestern University au- 
thorities, and in answer to it Secretary 
Grier said the purposes of the club were to 
further the interests of Northwestern ath- 
letics, and to furnish traveling facilities for 


*the university athletes on visits to other uni- 


versities. The relations between the North- 
western teams and the Evanston Athletic 
association. are the subject of considerable 
comment among the other universities, and 
even among the students of the Evanston 
University itself. 

Mr. Kirkman says: “It is a great mis- 
take to change the rules, unless the-Easfern 
colleges acquiesce. For us to adopt some- 
thing new is for us to exclude the hope that 
our teams will ever contest against the suc- 
cessful.teams in the East. If the rules re- 
quire changing have a congress of univers!i- 
ties of the United States do this. Yale, 
Harvard, and Princeton should lead in mat- 
ters of this kind.”’ 

The Evanston Athletic association has 
sent out circulars putting forth its aims. 
it claims it is in favor of pure athletics, and 
that it will not tolerate anything but bona 
fidewamateurs in the teams which are sent 
out by Northwestern University. The as- 
sociation is to codperate with the. North- 
western Athletic association ‘‘in putting 
into the field first-class teams that will do 
honor to the university and bring fame to 
its name.’’ Another feature which the cir- 
cular puts forward is that the association 
will try to improve the grounds and the gym- 
nasium building. 


KENNEDY IS CHOSEN CAPTAIN. 


Big Half Back. of the University of 
' Chicago Will Lead the Maroon 
Warriors. 


Waiter S. Kennedy, the giant half back, will 
lead the maroon uniformed football team of the 
University of Chicago through victory or defeat 
next year. He was elected Captain last night at 
the home of President Harper, securing a majority 
of the votes on the first ballot over his rival can- 
didates, Hamill, Clarke, and Cavanaugh. 

Kennedy has played two years under Stageg's 
direction. Last year he officiated as tackle, bit 
was transferred late in the season, as Hersch- 
berger'’s mate back of the line. 

In guarding the men whe carry the ball and in 
breaking up the interference of the opposing team 
he is unsurpassed in the West, and is a hard man 
to stop when he himself advances the ball. He 
was’ born in Woodburn, Ia., twenty-four years 
ago, and learned the rudiments of football on the 
Villisca, la.,. high school team He is five feet 
eleven inches tall, weighs 196 pounds, and belongs 
to the class of ‘99. 

.Herschberger will return to Dr. Harper's school 
next year, and has announced his willingness for 
one year more to use his ‘‘ good right leg ’’ in be- 
haif of his alma mater. He absolutely refused to 
be considered as a candidate, and he was taken 
at his word, his name not being presented. 

Yesterday evening the members of this year’s 
football team carefully brushed their freshly 
trimmed hair, put on their dress suits, that 
smelled suspiciously of camphor balls, and found 
their way to the home of President Harper, where 
the ‘** coeds’ and a banquet awaited them. If 
they had not broken training previously they cer- 
tainlv did in honor of their host, for they attacked 
boulllon and blue points with all the vigor of 
trained warricrs. hey did not find it necessary 
1® wait for signals before forming interference 
against the roast beef and they did not even.cry 
down when the crackers and cheese came on. 

Besides the members of the team and the young 
women, Captain Sawyer of the baseball team 
and the members of the Board of Athletic Control 
found places awaiting them at, the long table. 

After dinner every one pledged each other«in 
sparkling filtered water, and President Harper 
introduced nearly every one present for a speech. 
All. the members of the team took the floor in 
turn and told of the experiences of the season. 
The football men were followed by others who 
lauded them more than their modesty would al- 
low them to do for themselves. 

When Coach Stagg was introduced he was 

reeted with applause that did not diminish when 
1e said the football team this year was the best 
that had ever worn the maroon. He added that 
it was the best as to the spirit of-the men, that 
they had observed training better than ever befcre, 
and that the best team work of any Chicago team 
was the result. 

Dr. Goodspeed declared that Chicago had the 
best team in the West and that the result of the 
Wisconsin game would have been altogether dif- 
ferent if Chicago had not been handicapped as 
she was. Captain Herschberger praised the spir- 
it of the team and declared that he was like a 
General with an army.behind him that could al- 
ways be relied upon in any pinch. Assistant 
Coaches Gale and Roby spoke briefly, and the 
toasts came to an end with an expression of hope 
and confidence for next year by Captain-elect 
Kennedy.

Hard Game, Which Is Still Consider- 
ed Difficult—Slosson Defeats Sutton 
in a Long Drawn Out Contest in the 
Afternoon. 


New York, Nov. 30.—[Special.]—The eight- 
een inch balk line billiard tournament for 
the champicnship of the world was con- 
tinued at the Madison Square concert hall 
today and tonight and the more it is played 
the harder it appears. : 

In the afternoon George Sutton, the Cana- 
dian champion, made his début against 
George Slosson, and the New-Yorker won 
by a score of 500 to 388. The winner only 
averaged 6%. Sutton proved that he is a 
coming man, and played with nerve, skill, 
and judgment, and will undoubtedly render 
a good account of himself later on. 

In the evening Champion Ives and Maurice

far, but could not beat Schaefer’s high run 
of seventy-nine. Ives, however, made sixty- 
four, and wou]d have probably eclipsed the 
* Wizard’s” record but for falling down on 
an easy shot. 

The champion, after the game, in spite 
of making the highest average of the tour- 
nament, said: ‘I ought to be arrested ior 
making an average like that. The balls 
were bad, though, and jumped considerably, 
or I would have done much better.”’ 

In the eleventh inning Ives made a pretty 
run of 19, the star shot of this break being 
a four-cushion shot for position. Daly then 
made 24 pretty ones in the twelfth inning 
and tied the score at 59. @ 

In the eighteenth inning Daly earned a 
lot of applause by a dazzling display of one, 
two, and three cushion shots in the same 
inning, when he gathered in 38 beauties, 
finally missing a short draw by a hair’s 
breadth. 

In the twentieth inning Ives jumped into 
his third century with a run of 22, the score 
standing 205 to 122, in his favor. 

The champion became particularly strong 
in the thirtieth, wien he made the longest 
score of the contest, 64.

UNITE TO AID THE NEEDY POOR.

‘ Charities on the West 
> Side. 


A movement to aid the West Sice District 
of. the Bureau of Associated Charities in 
caring for the poor of that division of the 
city during the winter was started yesterday 
at a well attended meeting of the West Side 
men and women at the Y. M. C. A. clubhouse, 
524 West Monroe street. Many churches 
and benevolent societies were represented 
by pastors and delegates. : 

Edward Payson called the meeting to order 
and briefly explained its purpose. 

Charles F. Weller, superintendent of the 
district bureau, gave an outline of what 
needed doing and how to do it, saying in 

art: 
vee Consult our registration bureau for the 
information it contains before assisting any 
new applicant. If requested we will investi- 
gate the home and references of the appli- 
cant and wili endeavor to search out the 
causes of his distress and available 
plans for redeeming him to self support. 

‘‘You are also invited to interest vourself 
when possible in one or more of the families 
who apply directly to the office of» the 
bureau and have ng claim upon any organ- 
ization or upon resourceful individuals. In 
every organization which is interesied in 
philanthropy we should like to have estab- 
lished a committee on codperation with the 
bureau, or a social service group, with whom 
we might consult concerning persons in 
need.”’ 

Professor Graham Taylor made a short 
address and pledged himself to start at 
once an Auxiliary committee in the Taber- 
nacle Church. 

Dr. H. W. Thomas said there was no por- 
tion of the city where the hand of help to 
the poor and distressed was, more often 
needed than in the thickly populated wards. 
He knew. of no better agency or plan than 
that of the Associated Charities. 

The Rev. Thomas B. Gregory stated that 
a fund was raised in his church lust year, 
but nobody called for it, and he thought 
there was opportunity pow to make good 
use of the money. 

Dr. Strong of the Second Congregational 
Church, Oak Park, Mr. Beitter of the War- 
ren Avenue Congregational Church, Father 
Thomas E. Cox of St. Jarlath’s Church, and 
others volunteered to take charge of the 
formation of committees.

Harmony lay thicker than snow in the 
Klondike over the meetings of the Re- 
publican Ward clubs last evening.

Tue report of a few days ago, originating 
in Berlin, that the seizure by a, German 
naval force of Kiao-Chou Bay, on the east 
coast of China, had been made with the 
knowledge and aégsent of Russia, is now 
contradicted by a report coming by way of 
London, to the effect that Russia has ac- 
ceded to the request of China to take a hand 
in the game. . While the Berlin dispatch 
lacked many elements of credibility, it 
would probably be going too far to accept 
the later report as conclusive as to the atti- 
tude which Russia will occupy. Yet there are 
many reasons for believing that Russian 
interests would inducé it to side with China 
on a question of this sort, and scarcely none, 
except that of territorial contiguity and a 
desire for peace, to assume that it would 
sympathize with Germany. One of the 
strongest reasons for.an opposite conclusion 
is the fact that Russia has not only, as- 
sumed a sort of protectorate over China, 
but is believed to have had designs upon the 
port which Germany has occupied. This 
movement on the part of Germany, followed 
as it has been by a most exorbitant demand 
for indemnity, proves that that power has 
entered upon a scheme of territorial expan- 
sion and land-grabbing in imitation of 
Great Britain and France. In carrying its 
plan into complete execution it is not im- 
probable, however, it may have to reckon 
with both Russia and England, and possibly 
also with France, which would rejoice over 
any opportunity to checkmate the ambitious 
plans of its hated enemy. [f this should 
be the result, some interesting movements 
may be looked for in diplomacy, if not ofa 
naval character. 


SELLING AND BUYING BONDS. 
A statistical table printed last week 


showed that the excess of experditures of 


the. general government over receipts since 
July 1, 1893, has amounted to 201 mil- 
lions. 
the amount of 262 1-3 millions were sold 
for 293% millions or about,93 millions more 
than the deficit. That amount of money in 
gold, greenbacks, silver certificates, etc., 
is in the Treasury now. 

The first Cleveland bonds were sold in 
February, 1894, and the last in January, 
1896. Since then there has been no dif- 
ficulty about maintaining the gold reserve. 
Suppose that the revenues of the govern- 
ment since July, 1893, had exactly equaled 
its expenditures, the demand fur gold for 
redemption purposes being precisely what 
it was. Then it is evident that at. the 
close of January, during which month the 
last bond sale of 100 millions was made, 
293 million dollars more would be in the 
Treasury than was there just prior to July 
1, 1893. 

But if the revenues had been equal con- 
tinuously to the expenditures that sur- 
plus of 293 millions would not have re- 
mained idle in the Treasury from January, 
1806, to date. It would have been used 
in the repurchase of bonds whic had been 
sold for gold. 

Just as soon as the Treasury officials saw 
that the presentation of legal tenders for 
redemption had sldckened--it wculd have 
had to slacken after 295 millions out of the 
450 millions of greenbacks and Sherman 
notes had been redeemed and were locked 
up in the Treasury—those officials would 
have gone into the market and begun buying 
bonds. , 

By doing that the officials would have re- 
duced thé interest bill of the people and 


would have restored to circulation some of¢ 


the legal tenders -held by the Treasury. 
If Secretary .Carlisle had not done this 
Secretary Gage would have begun doing it 
as soon as he came into office, anil about all 
the Cleveland bonds would bave_ been 
bought up and canceled by this time. 

It ‘is easy to see what could have been 
done this year and last year had the rev- 
enues been equal to the expenditures. 
Whenever the revenues are adequate a 
shortage of gold in the Treasury for re- 
demption purposes can be remedied by a 
simple, safe, inexpensive. process. When 
there is a special demand for gold sell bonds 
to get it. When that demand is satisfied 
employ the greenbacks,which have ac- 
cumulated to buy back the bonds. This is 


an “endless chain” which can be kept. 


up for generations, and the currency will 
always be at par with gold. 

What is the objection to this way of 
maintaining a sound legal tender credit 
money convertible into gold on demand? 
There are two classes of objectors. First, 
the cranks and the dishomest fellows who 
do not want the paper currency kept at 
par with gold, but are laboring and voting 
to break it down to the level of the value 


‘of the bullion in silver dollars—say 40 


cents—and who want to’ pay their present 
gold debts in that kind of money which is 
GO per cent bogus. 

Secong, those who think they see con- 
iderable personal profit in substituting bank 
notes for United States notes. As to their 
ability to redeem those notes in gold the 
are ready to take their chances. If th 
are asked what they expect will happen 
if a monetary panic catches the banks when 
they have several hundreds of millions of 
notes out, their reply will be, “ Let the 
devil take the hindmost.” 

But the mass of the American people 
do not want to take any chances. They 
know that the government notes cannot 
become worthless because the government 
never will be insolvent unless it falls into 
the hands of boodlers, thieves, and trait- 
ors, bent. on destroying it. But if such 
nen were to get control the first thing 
they would do would be to rob and smash 
up the banks. So nothing would be gained 
by turving over to the banks the task 
of supplying the paper money. 


HAYTI AND GERMANY. 

The United States upheld the Monroe 
doctrine against Engiand in the case of 
Venezuela and insisted that it should not 
encroach on the territories of that Amer- 
ican State. The United States having done 
that where Britain, a powerful nation so 
closely ‘united with this country in many 
ways, is concerned, will not fail to inter- 
vene in case Germany goes too far in deal- 
ing with Hayti and makes unjust demand 
of that republic, especially if an attempt is 
made to encamp on Haytian soil. . 

The German Empetor seems to be bent 
on land grabbing whenever he can find a 
weaker power with which to pick a quar- 
rel. He has intrenched himself on the 
coast of China with the evident intention 
of remaining the owner of a seaport there. 
Germany has a foothold nowhere in the 
Western hemisphere. Britain, Spain, 
France, Holland, and Denmark have. It 
would like to see its flag floating some- 
where on American soil. A position near 
‘SMe entrance of the Gulf of Mexico would 

it perfectly. 

The present controversy between thé 
German government and that of Hapti 
appears to be a repetition of the quarrel 
between the wolf andthe lamb.

If European powers were to take up the 
cause of all men claiming to be their sub- 
jects who get into trouble with police offi- 
cers in’ the United States and*blusteringly 
demand indemnity they would do just what 
Germany is doing now in this Haytian 
case. 

A Berlin paper announces semi-officially 
that Germany “.will brook no interfer- 
ence in this matter on the part of the Unit- 
ed States.” The representative at Wash- 
ington of the Haytian government, which 
fears that Germany will make monetary 
demands which cannot be complied with 
and then seize upon some Haytian port, 
has begged the United States not to allow 
the Monroe doctrine to be violated. 

The United States will not allow that 
doctrine to be violated in epite of the declar- 
ation of the German government thgt it 
will “ brook no interference.” No matter 
how much Germany may bluster it must 
submit to interference if it goes too far. 
The bullying of feeble American republics 
by European powers will not be tolerated 
by this country. 


TRUST METHODS IN THEATERS. 

An audience in the Casino Theater, new 
York, on Monday night, ugderwent the 
unique experience of witnessing a dramatic 
performance presented under the protection 
of an order issued by Judge ‘Lacombe of the 
United States Circuit Court, and with 
Deputy United States Marshals in attend- 
ance to protect the lawful rights of the 
owners and promoters. This situation is 
entirely new in the theatrical] field in this 
country and is the first serious entangle- 
ment growing out of the arbitrary opera- 
tions of a syndicate of half a dozen impor- 
tant producers of plays, who are the ring- 
leaders in what has come to be widely 
known as the theatrical trust. With plenty 
of money behind them and @ fund of shrewd- 
ness with which to carry out their schemes 
of aggrandizement, they have secured con- 
trol of the principal theaters in the large 
cities of the country as well as of the trav- 
eling companies, to whose existence the 


- good will of the theaters is necessary. If 


affidavits presented in New York are to be 
relied upon, they have started in upon a 
typical trust policy to crush out of existence 
any manager who is high spirited enough to 
oppose them. : 

The New York situation in brief is this: 
The Fifth Avenue Opera company had 
hired the New York Cusino, leased by 
George W. Lederer, for the production of 
a comic opera entitled “ 1099," and had 
guaranteed him a liberal sum for the use of 
the playhouse. But this company does not 
belong to the theatrical trust and had even 
incurred its enmity. -The latter desired to 
make the performance a failure, and, as 
alleged in several affidavits, prevailed upon 
Lederer, whose creditor to the extent of 
$40,000 it is, to cause the failure of the 
company to which he had leased his house 
at high terms. 

The promoters of the play sought the in- 
tervention of the courts and a legal battle 
will result.. Meanwhile the play was per- 
formed without friction. The Fifth Ave- 
nue Opera company has abundant capital 
behind it and it proposes to settle the ques- 
tion whether a coterie of six managers can 
control the entire theatrical machimery of 
the country. By its leases of most of the 
important playhouses between , New York 
and San Francisco it is enabled to control 
the movements of all the traveling com- 
panies. It demands the right to book the 
entire forty weeks’ season of each organiza- 
tion on terms of from 5 to:10 per cent, hold- 
ing over them the penalty of exclusion from 
the best stages if they refuse to submit. 

The so-called trust is a serious hindrance 
to the artistic development of the drama. 
Commercial considerations have _ always 
held the art of the stage below the rank 
of its sister arts. Added to this serious 
drawback is a monopoly which sceks to 
make it a lever to assist in the acctmula- 
tion of wealth for a few shrewd financiers.

THE LAKE FRONT ARMORY. 

Monday night the Mayor submitted to 
the Council—and it approved—an agree- 
ment granting perpetually to the State of 
Illinois for the use of the local military or- 
ganizations all that part of the Lake-Front 
l’ark north of Monroe street and east of 
the Illinois Central right of way. 

The land in question was set apart by 
che Council in an ordinance passed in July 
of last year for a parade ground and an 
armory site. But the Legislature insist@d 
that the municipal authorities must agree 
that the grant of the land should be per- 
petual and the title to all buildiugs erected 
should be in the State before any steps 
were taken for the erection of an armory. 

That agreement has been entered into 
and the next General Assembly will pro- 
ceed tv appropriate the money for the 
building and the parade ground. The act 
passed this year creates a board of three 
commissioners. They are empowered to 
make all contracts for the buildings, filling, 
labor, and material required by the pur- 
poses of the act. But the sum appropriated 
was only $10,000, which will not go very 
far. It will not even edver the cost of 
the filling which will have to be done before 
that part of the outer harbor which is to be 
used for military purposes is converted into 
firm land. 

By the time the Legislature meets in 
1899 the commissioners will have completed 
their plans and be ready to use all the money 
that may be given them.

STOP THIS EXTRAVAGANCE. 

The revenue law gives the ‘Town Col- 
lectors 2 per cent on collections and the 
County Collector, who does most of the 
collecting in this city, 1 per cent. Out of 
the revenue thus obtained office expenses 
are paid and the remainder is turned over 
to the town or county. ;

“HOLDUPS” AND THE POLICE. 

An added disgrace has been laid on the 
shoulders of the Chicago police force by 
four “holdups”—one of them in broad 
daylight, in a compact residence portion 
of the city and in the victim’s own home— 
on Monday last, the perpetrators in each 
instance getting away without capture. 
The frequency and manner of these crimes 
of late prove that Chicago is infested with 
a class of criminals more brutal and fiend- 
ish than the savages of Central Africa, 
whom it would be an act of benevolence 
to shoot in their tracks. It is remarkable 
that these hardened villains are permitted 
to walk the streets without detection by 
the police, whose duty it is to insure the 
public safety and keep just such enemies 
of civilized society under surveillance. ,In 
view of the manner in which things have 
gone for some time past, the police would 
be justified in raiding every questionable 
resort and compelling every quesfionable 
character to give an account of himself. 
This would* require firmness and courage 
as well as cool, discriminating judgment, 
but they are qualities which every man fit 
to be upon the police force should possess. 

The weakness of the system has been 
that policemen have too often been se- 
lected, not beeause of their personal hon- 
esty and physical courage—essential ele- 


be in the service—but because of some 
political service or because they are backed 
by individuals having a “ political pull,” and 


pointee. As a qaonsequence, it has been 
definitely charged that disreputables and 
criminals have got into a service which 
should be as. free from the taint of suspi- 
cion of crimindlity as the men who are 
employed in the most delicate and responsi- 
ble stations in business life, while it has 
been more than suspected that some of 
them are on friendly relations with the 
most depraved among the criminal classes. 
Such a state of things is intolerable and 
calls for reprobation of the system which 
permits it by every man who claims the 
right to be secure in his person, his proper- 
ty, and his home. 

Those responsible—either as menfbers of 
the City Council or as officers of the ad- 
ministrative branch of the city government 
—for the character and efficiency of the 
men employed at the city’s expense to 
guard the rights and property of its citi- 
zens cannot blink this question without be- 
coming accomplices in crime. Tue TRrrIB- 
UNE does not assume that because an in- 
dividual crime is perpetrated within a po- 
liceman’s “beat” he inevitably has a 
guilty responsibility for it, but the frequent 
perpetration of these crimes and the im- 
munity enjoyed by the criminals do call in 
question the efficiency and honesty of the 
police and induce many to ask the question, 
Why should we support a force which does 
not give us the seeurity and protection for 


which it is paid? .

The House*Committee on Public Build- 
ings and Grounds has befcre it 102 bills, 
introduced at the special. session, calling 
for appropriations for public buildings. 
The total amount asked for is about 25 
million dollars. 

Each of these bills represents the desire 
of a Congressman to do something for his 
district which he thinks will help him to 
be renominated and reélected. The mem- 
ber is confident that all his shortcomings 
will be forgiven if i@ can get an appropria- 
tion for an expensive and unnecessary post- 
office building. } 

Secretary Gage is opposed to lavish ap- 
propriations at this time. He is cutting 
down the estimates for his department as 
much as he can. He does not believe in 


when the national income is so much be- 
low the outgo. Speaker Reed agrees with 
him, and will do all he can to curb Con- 
gressional extravagance. 

But it will,be a hard job. Every mem- 
ber who has introduced a bill to have some 
money spent in his district so as to help 
him to be re#lected will vote for all similar 
bills if their friends will voté for his bill. 
To get votes for his postoffice or measure 
a member will agree to vote for river and 
harbor steals and every other steal that 
may come up. 

If Congressmen had the intefests of the 
people at heart rather than their own selfish 
interests they would cit down expenditures 
at this time instead of increasing them.

GREATER NEW YORK FINANCES, 
Greater New York seems destined to pay 
a heavy penalty for the greed of those who 


‘have been responsible for putting through 


the corporation consolidation. scheme. A 
few weeks ago it was reported that there 
had been a loss of some two or three wil- 
ions in arrears of taxes in the City of 
Brooklyn. Now it is learned that there is 
an actual deficiency in the Treasury of the 
latter corporation, which has compelted a 
suspension. in the payment of safhries of 
city employés, and, although Greater New 
York by the terms of consclidation will be- 
come responsible for the amount, it will 
draw upon the resources already pledged 
for other purposes. Not only this, but the 
Brooklyn City Council is reported to have 
been making industrious use of its 
lease of life up to the 31st of December by 
voting away franchises to trolley railway 
‘lines and gas and electric light companies, 
already estimated at something like $15,- 
000,000 in value. 

As a result of the act of consolidation it 
is also stated that the boro of Man- 
hattan and. Bronx (old. New York) have 
been crippled in the borrowing capacity to 
the extent of nearly $34,000,000—that is, 
that the proportion,of the sums which may 
be, raised from bond sales by Greater New 
York and applied within the old corporation 
has been diminished to that extent by the

While the finding of thé court-martial 
will doubtless be approved by the Presi- 
dent, there are substantial reasons for be- 
lieving that the penalty of “ reprimand ” 
prescribed by the court will not be treated 
as a perfunctory affair. On the contrary, 
it is well known that both the President 
and the Secretary of War have felt deeply 
the indignity placed upon the army by 
the treatment accorded to Private’ Ham- 
nicnd—not because of any sympathy with 
Hammond’s offense, but because of the 
unnecessury. brutality with which he was 
treated at a time when he had not even 
been convicted of any. violation of military 
regulations. Theoffense charged against 
Lovering was the very least under which 
he could be brought before a court-martial 
for such an act as that of which he was 
confessedly guilty, and allowed the court 
the widest latitude of investigation and in 
selecticn of the mode df punishment. Yet 
he was convicted on every specification, 
though the penalty imposed has been re- 
garded by many as far from being pro- 
portionate: to the offense. 

Instead of disapproving the finding and 
sending the case back to a new court- 
murtial, as might be done, itvis conceded 
at Washington that the reprimand will be 
commensurate with the offense and will 
make this case conspicuous and memorable 
in the history of military trials.. It will be 
rendered all the more impressive by the fact 
that it will emanate from the Commander- 
in-Chief of the army, who, although recent- 
ly from the ranks of civil life, has himself 
had experience as a soldier. 
fore be not only a moral rebuke to the 
offender, but will convey an object lesson 
to the whole army—a lesson which will, in 
effect. say to the.officers that they are 
under obligation to govern themselves and 
treat those under their command as human 
beings, and to the common soldier that 
he is entitled to the rights ofa man. Such 
a lesson will elevate: the whole army in its 
own estimution und in the estimation of the 
world. That this correctly describes the 
estimation in which the common soldiery 
are held by such soldiers as President Mc- 
Kinley and General Alger no one need 
doubt. Furthermore, they appreciate the 
fact that we cannot have an army worthy 
of the American nation and fit to protect 
the rights and interests of a free people in 
great national crises on any other basis.

Primary Election Law in Kentucky, 
After Five Years’ Test, Proves Sat- 
isfactory to All Parties. 


While reform of thé primary laws is 
being discussed and various plans are being 
put forward to secure to voters the control 
of the nominating machinery of their re- 
spective parties, it is profitable to consider 
what has been done elsewhere to solve the 
problem that confronts the people of New 
York. Prominent among the States which 
have devised a primary system that meets 
present conditions and needs is Kentucky. 
Some of the provisions of its ‘aw might per- 
haps be put in. operation here. Certainly 
they can be profitably studied by those who 
wish to avoid experiments in so important 
a field of legislation. 

The Kentucky system is the work of both 
political parties, and it has been shown by 
five years’ experience to be practical and 
satisfactory to the great. body of citizens. 
All primary elections of the different parties 
are conducted in the same manner and under 
the same regulations and penalties as a 
State election. All officers are sworn, and 
any fraud in the counting of votes or record- 
ing of names is punishable the same as an 
election fraud: When a party desires to 
hold: a primary election it is required to 
give forty days’ notice by posting at cer- 
tain conspicuous points a call, stating the 
day and hours and places at which the polls 
will be open and the offices for which can- 
didates are to be nominated. At those poll- 
ing places the State guarantees every mem- 
ber of the party as complete a right to vote, 
free from intimidation, as it does at its own 
election. And to secure for him this right 
and protect it from invasion by members of 
any other party, it has established a system 
of party registration in all towns where 
regular registration is required. If, as in 
this State, registration was universal, then 
the party registration would be universal. 

In the regular registration books a columh 
is reserved in which is entered the party 
affiliation of each elector who desires to 
declare it. The judges ask each man. If he 
wishes to remain neutral he may do 60. 
If not his name is put in his party list, and 
for that year he has a certain voice in the 
party management. Thus each party has 


each year of dead names, and as a person 
cannot get his name on the roll of two par- 
ties there is no possibility of the practice, 
so familiar here, of borrowing men from the 
opposition to aarry caucuses. The party 
lists are protected against alteration or 
mutilation under heavy penalties, and party 
officials are likewise held to strict account- 
ability for the correctness of their copies. 
The lists are public and may be investigated 
by anybody. 

When the voter comes to the scene of a 
primary election he is protected from all 
annoyance. ‘The ballots are of a uniform 
character, printed under government au- 
thority, at the expense of the party or- 
ganization, and no electioneering is allowed 
within fifty feet of the polls™”The ballots 
are distributed at the polling place, and it is 
a felony to remove from the election room 
or have outside it either a genuine or coun- 
terfeit ballot while the election is going on. 
Marking ballots for identification is also 
criminal, and bribery at a pr#mary is pun- 
ishable the same as bribery at a general 
election. The count Is safeguarded by law, 
and the general operation of the system has 
been to secure to the members of a party 
a free choice of candidates and to protect 
the party machinery from boss domination. 
—New York Tribune.

NO HOPE FOR GAGE PLAN. 


POSITIVE VIEWS OF CONGRESSMEN 
ON THE SUBJECT. 


Representatives Cannon and Hepburn 
Say That the Senate Will Not Pass 
an Administration’s Currency Bill 
and They Consider It Folly to Waste 
Time and Disturb Business in the 
Attempt—Senator Turner’s Views 
on the Subject. 


W ashington, D. C., Nov. 80.—Representa- 
tive Cannon, chairman of the Committee on 
Appropriations, said today that his policy 
for the approaching session of Congress as 
chairman of the House committee would be 
to hold the appropriations so far as he could 
control them down to existing conditions. 

I believe in a liberal but not an extrav- 
agant policy in making appropriations,” 
he said,“ and until our revenues increase I 
shall oppose entering upon new enterprises 
requiring the expenditure of government 
funds.:’’ 

Mr. Cannon expressed the opinion that by 
the beginning of the next fiscal year the 
Dingley tariff bill would afford revenue suf- 
ficient to meet the legitimate demands of the 
fovernment. 

He also stated his belief to be that the 
coming session would be a comparatively 
brief one. “* We should be away from here 
easily by the 1st of June,” he said. “ In- 
deed, there is very little for us to do beyond 
passing the appropriation bills.

lordly Doones, but Jasper Pennington, the 
hero of ‘‘ The Birthright,” reminds one of 
John Ridd. He is huge of bulk and power- 
ful, like that noted individual, and Jasper, 
like John, while describing. his adyentures, 
lays much stress on his dull wits as well as 
onvhis sturdy muscles. | t 
Jasper’s grandfather, befng uxorious, Was 
persuaded by his second wife to leave his 
property to his stepson, Richard Tresidder, 
instead of to his own child. But hecoupled 
this gift with a condition that if at any time 


his son or his heirs,could raise money enough 


to pay half the value of the estate they 
should have it. The disinherited heir 


yented a farm and set to work to save up 


the money with which to redeem his inherit- 
ance: He died without having done 80, 
leaving many injunctions for his son to do 
what he had failed to do—and leaving him 
little else. ' 

The Tresidders—father and son—did not 
propose that Jasper should accumulate 
money and thus deprive them of their prop- 
erty. So they set to work to ruin him, and 


_gueceeded. They ousted him from his farm. 


He Became a pauper. Then he took to drink. 


Then he met the Tresidders and thrashed 


them. They had him arrested. He was 
sentenced to be pilloried and flogged. While

That was all he could say. Then Jasper 
sets off in search of Naomi and finds her 
inanunnery. She flies to his arms like 2 
dove to the fountains of Palmyra. He 
is necessary to knock down 
a horse with a blow of his fist in. doing it, 
but that is a mere nothing for a man of 
Jdasper’s muscle. 

This is by no means the end, for Jasper 
foolishly trusts his sweetheart in,the care 
of the smuggler’g daughter and goes off in 
search of a pirate’s treasure and of as- 
sorted adventures. He gets both, but being 
caught in the act is compelled to throw the 
gold into the sea to save it from his enemies. 
That enrages them and they throw him in. 
He escapes. The treasure does not. 

By the time Jasper has discovered 
Naomi’s father, who was supposed to bs 
dead, and has pursued his sweetheart to the 


home of the Tresidders, into whose hands, 


she has by this time been duly betrayed, it 
is time for the grand finale, and so Nick 
fires a pistol bullet into Jasper and he comes 
@s near death’s door as John Ridd did. But 
wie recovers and marries his Naomi anGé 
smiles at the crushed and baffled Tresidders. 
. On the whole this is a readable book. Some 
of the characters talk the English of Corn- 
wall, but it is not difficult to understand. 
There is something monotonous about the 
jway in which Jasper is constantly over- 
hearing the conversations of. his enemies 
wwhen they think they are alone. One also 
gets tired of having Jasper proclaim his

One of the representative house feports 
more new stocks going out-than evér before 
in the history of the trade, indicating a gen- 
eral desire to be “in ’’ on the holiday trade, 
which has opened up surprisingly good, 
especially in the long line of fancy groceries. 
This includes all kinds of seasonable green 
fruits, nuts, dried fruits, ete. But in spite of 
this activity the market is quotably easy. 

Throughout the West and Northwest the 
market conditions aré much more active 
than in the East. In the Northwest the 
Alaskan movement is credited with having 
had gnuch to do with the extraordinarily 
heavy sales. The business of the jobbers 
in the extreme East has suffered from the 
fact that the fruit and potato crops in Maine 
were almost a failure. In the South a de- 
cline in the price of cotton is given as affect- 
ing the jobbers’ business, so that the returns 
for the present month are not as good as 
those of a month ago, although better than 
for the same time last year. Collections, 
taken as a whole, are in better shape than 
they were a month ago, and it is the excep- 
tion to hear the jobber report that they are 
at present poor.

The report is plausible, inasmucn as ex- 
“Seeding rly close relations have existed be- 
tween the Union Pacific and Chicugo and 
Northwestern railways for severai years, 
and it has been understood that Lliese rela- 

ons would become still closer after the re- 
ates on, of the Union Pacific. Both 

esident Hughitt of the Northwestern and 
President Chauncey M. Depew of the New 


the Union Pacific Reorganization committee, 
which is further proof that the Vanderbilt 
interests will be predominant in Union Pa- 
cific affairs in the future. 

Marvin Hughiit is considered one of the 
ablest railway managers in the West, and 
with him at the head the Union Facific is 
bound to be managed carefully and econom- 
ically. E. W. Winter, who is mentioned for 
President, has for many years been the 
General Manager of the St. Faul, Minneap- 
olis and Cmaha railway, which is ¢ontrolled 
by the Northwestern, and of which Marvin- 
Hughitt is e!swu ihe President. Having been 
closely connected with the management of 
the Omaha road, Mr. Hughitt and Mr. Win- 
ter understand each other, and for this rea- 
gon would make the strongest tcum that 
could be selected to manage the affairs of 
the reorganized Union Pacific. 

Reports from New York are that since 
the purchase of the Union Pacific property 
on Nov. 1 last the intention of the commit.ee 
that the first mortgage debt of the entire re- 
organized system, including the Kansas Pa- 
cific, should riot exceed $90,000,000, has never 
been changed, and it is possible that the 
debt will not exceed $85,000,000.

WIL NOT DROP HIM 


Grand Jury May Take Up the 
Gunning Case Tomorrow. 


DOCKET ALMOST CLEAR. 


Several Business-Men Are Ready 
to Go on the Stand. 


TWO HAVE BEEN EXAMINED. 


In spite of the many rumors that the 
grand jury would refuse to investigate the 
charges against South Town Assessor Gun- 
ning it seems probable that the case will 
be called for a hearing tomorrow morning. 
A number of business-men Kave, it is said, 
quietly made known their intention of giving 
testimony should the opportunity arise. 

In the face of all this Gunning offered to 
bet $500 that he would not be.indicted. He 
made this proposition in Rector’s on Mon- 
day night to Alderman Martin, saying that 
he knew what he was talking about. 

It seems that the grand jury has already 
examined two witnesses, who appeared be- 
fore it on Saturday. These men were,Will- 
iam Everett Hale and Charles C. Blanden of 
the company which owns the Rialto Build- 
ing. Their presence in the jury room was 
kept secret, but one of them is said to have 
given direct evidence against Gunning. The 
name of another man was mentioned who 
is able to tell of other transactions. This 
man was unable to appear before the jury 
on account of illness, but is willing to do so 
at the first opportunity. 


Attorney Tolman Is Confident. 


Fidgar B. Tolman, attorney for the Tax- 
payers’ Defense league, feels confident that 
the grand jury will not neglect to look into 
the Gunning matter thoroughly. If they 
should allow themselves to be discharged 
without doing so, he stands ready to pre- 
sent his case to the next jury sworn and the 
next until he has secured satisfaction for 
his clients. He said yesterday afternoon: 

‘‘Ample evidence has been produced be- 
fore the grand jury to justify several in- 
dictments. The official record of the man- 
damus case against Gunning and Barnett 
was laid before the grand jury, and this 
in itself makes a perfect case against them 
of malfeasance and conspiracy to do an 
unlawful act injurious to the administration 
of public ‘justice. That record shows that 
the Town Board of Review-was deliberately 
put out of existence by them, while over 300 
objections were on file. 

“The law provides a fine of $10,000 for 
the punishment of any public official who 
shall be guilty of any palpable omission of 
duty. It may be that the gravity of this 
charge of malfeasance has not been fully 
appreciated, but it is treason against the 
people and a most serious offense. The ac- 
tion of Gunning and Barnett was not only 
conspiracy but anarchy. 


Desire to Bush the Cases. 


“The State’s Attorneys have repeatedly 
assured me of their desire, to push these 
cases and to uphold the dignity of the law. 
I thoroughly believe in the sincerity of their 
statements. If it comes to a point of the 
credibility of witnesses between a charge by 
a reputable witness 2nd a denial b; the men 
charged, it rests entirely with the jury, but 
I believe the witnesses will have the ad- 

vantage in ithe forming of the jury's opinion. 
In the last number oi the advance sheets of 
the Illinois Reports the Supreme Court is 
cited as deciding that a conviction and penit- 
tentiary sentence based upén the uncorrob- 
orated testimony of an accomptice was 
legally sufjicient.”’ 

Assistant |State’s Attorney Spregle said 
that the Gunning case was not men- 
tioned. in the jury room yesterday. The 
jury was engaged in an effort te clear its 
docket, and was makiug good progress. They 
knew that these matters were clamcring for 
attention, and would doubtless turn tv them 
at the earliest possible moment. Khe expect- 
ed that they would finish the worl: before 
ther today, and wou'd then have two days 
to ‘levete to the Gtour'ng investigation if 
they chose te do so Tie would not say 
what he thought about the matter. 


STATE RESTS IN ELECTION CASE 


Alderman Walsh Recognizes Ferris, 
but Not Hanrahan or Purvis—De- 
fense Assails His lis Reputation. 


The State rested its case “yesterday n the 
trial of Patrick Ferris, John J. Hanrahan, 
and Albert J. Purvis, accused ot violating 
the election laws in the Seventeenth Ward 
last April, and the defense will be heard this 
morning. 

During the cross-examination of Alderman 
James Walsh by Attorney Donahwe he ad- 
mitted that he was convicted in the Crim- 
inal Court in 1873.. The Alderman said the 
charge against him was soliciting or agree- 
ing to accept a bribe. 

Then Attorney Donahoe asked Alderman 
Walsh if on Nov. 19, 1877, he had nct entered 
a plea of guilty before Judge Blodgett inthe 
United States Court to a violativ n of the 
federal laws. The Alderman denied that he 
had ever pleaded guilty or had been tried in 
the federal court, and Attorney Donahoe 
promised to produce the record today. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes read 
from a decision of the Supreme Court re- 
manding the Walsh case in which the Su- 
preme Court said it was almost incredible 
Alderman Walsh could be convicted on such 
testimony. It was acknowledged Alderman 
Walsh did some years ago pay a fine of $5,000 
sty an infraction of the internal revenue 
aws 

During the morning Policemai. Brennan, 
who was on duty at the Fl‘teenth Precirct 
of the Seventeenth Ward, ex-Policeman John 
E. Hawkins, and W. L. Duquetts téstified. 

Alderman Walsh was called to testify for 
the State just before the noon adjournment. 
He could not identify John J. Hanrahan or 
Albert J. Purvis, but he recognized Patrick 
Ferris as one of the men. He said he looked 
over the tally skeets, but said nothing to any 
of the jduges or clerks. 
he saw Adolph Freese, the judge who ab- 
sconded, putting ballots in a pasteboard box. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Representatives of twelve companics Interested 
in the loss on the plant of the Peoria Grape Sugar 
company held a meeting yesterday to discuss the 
liability of the General Fire Extinguisher com- 
pany in the loss. The fire occurred on July 23. 
The building was equipped with the Grinnell 
sprinkler system, which, it is claimed, failed to 
operate. H. 8S. Darby, an attorney representing 
the insurance companies, claims to have evidence 
the valve in the system was columned, which 
means the catch which should hold the valve 
open after the air in the pipes is exhausted failed 
to work. Mr. Darby believed the sprinkler com- 
pany might be held liable by the courts for the 
loss. The fact the risk was sprinkled led the 
insurance companies to accept large lines, and 
8 raie was lower than it would have been othér- 
wise. 

So novel are the points involved, underwriters 
are particularly interested. Over $100,000 of the 
total of $400,000 on the plant of the Glucose com- 
pany was represented at the meeting yesterday. 
While no definite acticn was taken, it is believed 
the matter will be brought before the courts. 

The companies’ attorney will communicate with 
the Glucose company to find out whether they 
will codperate in the matter. As soon as a reply 
is had another meeting will be called.

No reduction was agreed 
upon, however, in certain lines, including de- 
partment stores, wood working shops, paint and 
oil concerns, and similar establishmerts. 

Rates upon risks in specified congested districts 
were reduced 20 per cent on buildings and nothing 
upon their contents. Long Island City rates were 
left. untouched. Hudson County, N. J., east of 
the Hackensack River, came in for 10 per cent 
reduction Preferred classes, such as churches, 
hospitals, etc., in New York and Brooklyn, were 
given 33 1-3 per cent reduction. Fireproof busi- 
ness in New York and Brooklyn, not otherwire 
provided for, received 33 1-8 per cent reduction 
upon buildings and contents. All other risks in 
New York and Brooklyn were given reductions of 
33 1-3 per cent upon buildings and contents. 

The committee recommended the regulation of 
the up-town branch offices upon a salary basis. 
This matter was deferred for further considera- 
tion. The proposition was also made to rate the 
non-rated risks, but it failed to go through.

Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 30.—[Special.]—The House 
of Representatives today passed the Dodson bill 
making life insurance policies non-contestable 
after the first year. The measure also decrees that 
in event of suit on the policy the premiums paid 
by the plaintiff must be deposited with the court, 
together with interest, and if the plaintiff is 
awarded judgment the defendant receives the 
sum less costs. If the company wins the plaintiff 
pays court costs and gets the money. The bill 
passed by a vote of 92 to 43. A bitter debate was 
engaged in previous to its adoption, and its op- 
ponents represented it as worse than the —— 
Kansas statutes.
